COPY *^ of the Memorial to the Lords of Her Majesty's Treasury, of the 29th 
day of May 1880, from a Public Meeting of the Inhabitants of Edinburgh, 
praying that means may be devised for Opening up the Management of the 
Society in Scotland for Propagating Christian Knowledge, and apply- 
ing its Funds for the Benefit of the Highlands and Islands and other Destitute 
Parts of Scotland^ as provided for in the Letters Patent establishing the 
Society/* 



Unto the Right Honourable the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty's 

Treasury, 

The Memorial of a Committee appointed on the 21st day of April 1880, by a 
Public Meeting of the Inhabitants of Edinburgh, called to Protest against 
the restricting of the Endowments of the Society in Scotland for Propagating 
Christian Knowledge to the Established Church, 

Humbly Sheweth, 

That the Society in Scotland for Propagating Christian Knowledge had its 
origin in the benevolent spirit of a few private gentlemen in Edinburgh, whose 
attention was specially directed in the year 1 701 to the deplorable ignorance 
and spiritual destitution of their countrymen in the Highlands and Islands of 
Scotland. Having judged that the erection of schools in those remote districts 
would be the most likel)? means of improving the condition of the people, they 
laid proposals before the country for the raising of voluntary contributions for 
this object ; and their proposals were so favourably entertained that in a few 
years subscriptions to the amount of 1,000/. were received. About the year 
17O6 the scheme was brought under the notice of the General Assembly, by 
whom it was cordially approved. It was next brought under the notice of the 
Crown ; and in 1709 Gueen Anne granted Letters Patent erecting the sub- 
scribers into a corporation. A second Patent was granted by George the First 
in 1738. 

The origin and the great primary object of the Society are distinctly stated in 
the following words of the first Patent: " Forasmuch as we, understanding the 
" charitable inclinations of many of our subjects for raising a voluntary contri- 
" button towards the further promoting of Christian knowledge and the 
** increase of piety and virtue within Scotland, and especially in the Highlands, 
" Islands, and remote corners thereof, where error, idolatry, superstition, and 
" ignorance do mostly abound by reason of the largeness of parishes and the 
*^ scarcity of schools ; and for propagating the same in Popish and infidel parts 
*' of the world.'' In the same Patent the means by which the Society was to 
prosecute the great end of its institution are also stated with equal distinctness. 
It says, " and we grant unto them full power to receive subscriptions, mortifica- 
** tions, donations, legacies, sums of money, lands, goods, and gear ; and there- 
**with to erect and maintain schools, to teach to read, especially the Holy 
" Scriptures and other good and pious books ; as also to teach writing, 
" arithmetic, and such like degrees of knowledge in the Highlands, Islands, and 
" remote comers of Scotland, and in other parts above mentioned, and to use 
" such means for instructing the people in the Christian Reformed Protestant 
"Religion as may be competent." In the secciud Patent the Society was 
authorised, '^ over and above the purposes of their original Patent, to cause such 
" of the children as they shall think fit to be instructed and bred up to husbandry

^* and housewifery, ar in trades and manufactures, or in such like manual 
" occupations as the Society shall think proper." 

For the accomplishmeat of its objects, the Societ}^ was constituted on a 
thoroughly liberal basis. In terms> of the Letters Patent, the first list of mem- 
bers was selected from among the subscribers by the Lord President and other 
Lords of the Court of Session. After then, all new members were chosen*by 
ballot at the quarterly general meetings of the Society. Two quaUfications, and 
ODly two^ were iiulispensable to eHgibiliCy. Any person proposed for electkm 
must be a benefactor to the funds of the Society, and must be of the Protestant 
religion. According to an account of the Society published in 1/20, *^ Care 
^* is taken that such as are proposed and chosen be such as th'ere is ground to 
" judge are zealously concerned in this good work, and have given some evidences 
^* tbereoi^ and who are zealous for the Protestant religion and loyal to His 
^^ Majesty King George, and are for the Protestant succession in His Royal 
" Family, without regard to minor differences.^' 

The appointment of teachers who were the only agents whom the Society at 
first contemplated employing in Scotland, seems to have been guided by the 
same liberal principles. AH that appears to have been required was that the 
candidates should be certified by some member of the Presbyter}' within whose 
bounds they were to labour, to be inen of " piety, loyalty, and prudence," 
qualified to teaeh the Protestant religion, and '^ well adSected to the existing 
** Government/* 

Special care was taken in the first Patent that the utmost publicity should be 
given to all the Society's transactions. One of the provisions of that Patent k 
in the following terms : '^ And we ordain and appoint that the books of the said 
" Society be patent and open; that all and every one of the subscribers, their 
^^ heirs and successors, may have access to see what sums of money are received 
" by the Society from time to time, and how the same have been laid out by 
" virtue of these presents or any authority hereby given, and to understand the 
^^ management and disposition of the revenues of the said Society, and be satis- 
" fied with the same ; and in case of misapplication, any of the subscribers or 
** their aforesaids are hereby allowed and empowered to pursue and prosecute 
** those guilty of the same before any judge or judges competent." Nor was this 
provision a dead letter. On the contrary, until of late years, the Directors, in 
report after report, called special attention to this feature of the Society's con- 
stitution and management ; and oh the ground of it, they largely based tbehr 
appeals for the confidence and the support of the Christian public. 

In the beginning of last century there were no missionary societies in Scot- 
land. This Society was therefore authorised in its first Patent to propagate 
Christian knowledge in Popish and infidel parts of the world. Accordingly, a 
few of the earlier subscriptions it received were specially destined by the donors 
for missions to Ammca and other foreign countries. Those donations were 
never amalgamated with the general funds of the Society, but were always kept 
entirely separate and distinct. Of the revenue derived from them last year, 
41/. was paid to Moore's Indian School in America, and 200 /. toward the 
support of the Rev. Duff MacDonald, the head of the Established Church 
Mission of Blantyre in Central Africa. At a somewhat later period the Society 
received a few similar contributions for special missions in Scotland. The two 
earliest and most important of these were destined by the donors to the Island 
of Saint Kilda, and to the district of Strathfillan respectively. But with the 
exceptions now indicated, the contributions were made by persons who felt a 
deep interest in the population of the Highlands and Islands generally ; and 
sought to promote their social and religious improvement by means of education. 
Schools were therefore planted intlie most necessitous districts as rapidly as Ac 
frmds allowed ; and small bursaries were given to boys of exceptionaj ability 
to enable them to continue at school, and qualify thetn selves to become teachers. 
Daring the earlier years of the Society, all the education was given in English. 
The masters were prohibited from teaching the reading of Gaelic. But more 
experience brought about a change of view. The discovery that thousands of 
children who had learned to read English fluently did not understand a wOTd 
of what they read ; and the further discovery that Roman Catholics were seeretly 
circulating Gaelic books among the people, and were by this means reaching

ingly printed in Gaelic ; and it was aftei-wards made a rule of the Society that 
where Gaelic was the spoken language of the people, the children should be first 
taught to read their mother tongue. 

The funds of the Society now amount to about 200,000 /,, and yield a revenue 
of about 6,000 /. a year. With the exceptions already mentioned, all this 
money was given to the Society as a great educational institution whose primary 
and chief object was to promote religion, literature, and industry, especially in 
the Highlands and Islands of Scotland. In this character the Society enjoyed 
the confidence and the generous support of the Christian public for nearly 140 
years, and it did a great and good work down to 1843. . 

In that year, as is well known, nearly the whole of the Protestant population 
of the Highlands severed their connection with the Church Establishment, and 
put themselves under the pastoral care of the outgoing ministers who formed 
the Free Church of Scotland. It was then hoped that the Highlands, notwith- 
standing this severance, might still continue to enjoy the benefits which the 
Society was instituted to confer. But by a decision of a majority of the Judges 
of the Court of Session in 1846, while it was admitted that the foreign agents 
of the Society might be of any Protestant Church, it was declared for the first 
time th;it all the teachers, catechists and missionaries employed by the Society 
in Scotland must belong to the Established Church as constituted after 1843. 
That decision was based mainly upon a provision in the first Patent that all the 
bye-laws of the Society must be " agreeable and nowise contrary to the laws 
" and constitutions of Scotland in Church and State presently in force." In 
consequence of that decision the Society was at once separated to a great extent 
from the population for whose benefit it was instituted and endowed by the 
public. Many of the best teachers were ejected. The children were largely 
withdrawn from the schools, and some of the mission stations, for which it had 
received special endowments, as, for example, Saint Kilda, have had no agent 
from the Society ever since. The people refuse to receive them as agents of the 
Established Church, and the revenues destined for their support are still accu- 
mulating: unemployed in the hands of the Society. Indeed in the whole of the 
Western Isles, with their many thousands of a Gaelic-speaking population, the 
Society at last May had only four teachers under their first Patent, — two in the 
parish of Kilninian in Mull, one in Colonsay, and one in Jura; and under their 
second Patent, — five industrial teachers, one in Jura, another in Kerrera, a third 
in Mull, and the remaining two in Skye. The Society is thus virtually extinct as 
regards that great section of the population whom it was specially intended to 
educate. Yet it is not too much to affirm that there are no subjects of 
the British Empire more loyal to the Crown than the Protestant population 
of the Highlands and Islands who refuse to receive the agents of the present 
Establishment ; nor were there in 1843 any more attached to the Constitution of 
the Church of Scotland, as that was understood by the Scottish people when the 
Society was incorporated in 1709, 

Another result of the decision of 1846 was, that it laid an immediate arrest 
on the liberality of the Christian public. Before that decision was given the 
income of the Society consisted largely of annual contributions. As much as 
1,000/. was sometimes received from London alone in a single year, to say 
nothing of the annual contributions received from Scotland arid other parts of 
the empire. But immediately after that decision the contributions of the 
Christian public rapidly decreased. For many years, indeed, the Directors have 
ceased to make any appeal at all to the pubUc for funds, or to make the |)ublic 
acquainted with their proceedings ; but, according to a statement quite recently 
printed by them, it appears that the whole amount of the contributions received 
by the Society for the year ending 31st October 1879 was only 6/. 6 s. 

In 1872 the Scottish Education Act was passed, and since then the Society's 
schools have been rapidly superseded. The number of teachers on their esta- 
blishment in 18/2 was 268; since that time they have been reduced by 173, 
ahd the number in 1880 is 95, of whom only 37 are males, and some of these 
are in schools kept up by the Society in opposition to the local School Board, to 
serve denominational interests. This rapid reduction in the number of the schools 
has set the funds of the Society free to a large extent from those proper educa- 
tional purposes for which they were originally contributed, and to which they 
have been hitherto devoted. 

It was intimated by the Secretary of the Society to the Commissioners on 
295 -Sess. 2. A 2 Endowed 
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Endowed Schools And Hospitals (Appendix to Third Rq>ort» Vol. 1, page 140) 
that the directors cotDtemplate devoting these liberated funds to the support ik 
missions in connection with the Established Church. Of such a change the 
Commissioners declined to express any approvaL To cany it out as is now 
being done would be to change the character of the Society from a great Pro- 
testant educational institution into the mere Missionary Society of a particidar 
Church ; aud your Memorialists venture respectfully to submit that it would be 
quite unjustifiable to take I'unds which were entrusted to the Society for tlie 
special purpose of promoting religion, literature, and industry amcmg the general 
population of the Highlands and Islands, and devote them to the support of 
ecclesiafetical missions from \^hich only a mere fraction of the population would 
derive any benefit. 

Your Memorialists desire to see the Society's funds preserved and made avail- 
able to the whole population of the Highlands and Islands for such purposes as 
were originally contemplated. There are ?ome localities where the great ends for 
which the Society was instituted could be best ])romoted by the directors sup- 
porting schools of their own. In other places small grants from the Society's 
funds might with advantage be employed in supplementing the exceptioi^ 
grants at present made by the Education Depai'tment under the code in 
&tvour of thinly populated districts in the Highlands and Islands. Such schools, 
supported either wholly or partiall}' by the Society, would be valuable, even tf 
planted only for a few years in some of the remote corn^s of large parishes 
where the local boards have not felt themselves called upon to eject schools whidi 
would meet all the requirements of the department. But apart from all such 
exceptional localities, the remaining funds of the Society could be spent to a 
great extent and with great advantage in connection with the ordinary public 
schools by encouraging some branches of education which are recognised by the 
national 8)'stem, but not necessarily secured imder it. This <u)uld be done by 
the encouragement of religious education and of proficiency in sipecial branches 
tending to the training of teachers, the promoting of industry, and generally im 
accordance with the spirit of the first and second Patents. Under religious 
education your Memorialists would expressly include, where Gadic is the spoken 
language of the people, the teaching of the children to read Gaelic, that thej 
may be able to read the Holy Scriptures in their mother tongue. 

In order, h(^rever, to the application of the funds for these or any other pur- 
poses intended to benefit the whole of the people, it is first of all indispensable 
that the restriction imposed upon the Society in the choice of its agents in Scot- 
land, by the decision of 1846, should be removed. According to the evidence 
given by the directors of the Society before the Commissioners on Endowed 
Schocds and Hospitals (Second Report, page 260), if the Society should make a 
grant t^ encourage religious instruction, or any other branch of education 
in a school wl>ere the niaster is a member of the EstabUshed Church, it 
would be necessary, in consequence of this restriction, at once to withdraw 
the grant if that teacher died, and his successor should happen to be a 
Free Church man, like most of the population of the district. Considering 
the relation of the Protestant population of the Highlands and Islands to the 
existing Establishment, nothing could be more unreasonable, or more oflFensive 
and irritating, than such a restriction. Accordingly, after full inquiry, its 
removal was unanimously recommended in 18/^ by the Endowed Schoob 
Commissioners. They say in their Third Report, page 139, ^' It seems hardly 
*^ necessary to support by argument the recommendation which we have to 
" make, that this restriction should be removed, at least so far as regards the 
" schools supported from the rates. And we are of opinion that the directors, 
" as they seem to desire, should be equally free in selecting teachers for industrial 
" schools and for occasional schools." 

However natural it might have been on some grounds to expect that the 
directors would have themselves desired the removal of this restriction, they 
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decision of 1846 was given, the Directors who were not members of the 
Established Church resigned their office. The management consequently fell 
exclusively into the hands of members of that denomination, and these can now 
so control the election of new members and office bearers as to keep the 
management permanently in their own hands ; and having the management irf 
their own hands, they may still continue to employ no agents but persons 
connected with the Established Church. It is, therefore, quite as necessary to 
open up the management as to remove the existing restriction in the appoint- 
ment of teachers. It may be added, that even were these funds to be partially 
devoted now, as they at one time were, to Christian Missions, it would be most 
unreasonable and unjust that they should be managed exclusively by Directors 
connected with the Established Church. The other Presbyterian Churches of 
Scotland represent much more nearly the original donors of funds for those 
missions and the original managers, — donors and managers whose work was long 
hindered by the lethargy and opposition of the other party which was long domi- 
nant in the Church of Scotland, and which finally obtained exclusive possession in 
1843. On every ground, therefore, it is necessary to have the management 
opened up as well as the agency. And were these two reforms eflfected, your 
Memorialists have no doubt that this Society would again commend itself to the 
confidence and the liberality of the Christian public, and that by supporting 
schools of its own, or aiding others in supporting schools in remote and excep- 
tional localities, and by making grants for religious or industrial or secondary 
education in schools supported from the rates, it might become a means of 
incalculable benefit to that interesting population for whose behoof especially 
the Society was incorporated by the Crown, and endowed by the Christian 
public. 

Your Memorialists therefore humbly request that Her Majesty's Government 
may be pleased to consider the foresaid circumstances, and thereupon to take 
such steps, by measures introduced by them into Parliament or otherwise, as 
may remove the restriction declared in 1846, to affect the agency of this 
Society, and as may secure that the Board of Direction of the Society shall be no 
longer under the predominant control of that section of the Presbyterian Church 
which is presently established in Scotland, but from which most of the 
Protestant population in the Highlands and Islands separated themselves in 
1843.

To the Queen's Most Excellent Majesty in Council. 
The humble Petition of the Owens' College, Manchester, 

Sheweth, 

1. That the Owens' College was duly incorporated by the Owens' Extension 
College, Manchester, Act, 1870. 

2. That in this country there exists a widespread and growing demand for 
the extension of the benefits of University education, together with a conviction 
that, in respect of the opportunities for such an education, England, as com- 
pared with several other countries, remains deficient. 

3. That a strong desire is likewise felt in this part of the country for the 
speedy establishment of an acknowledged centre of higher education, learning, 
and research, capable of exercising the influence which an institution, con- 
trolling its own courses of study and conferring its own academical honoiu's, 
cannot fail to exert upon the general education of the surrounding population. 
It is believed that most benefiicial results would accrue not only to those 
connected with the institution as graduates and past students, but also to the 
schools and schoolmasters of the district, to its professional men, and to the 
general tone and intelligence of its commercial and industrial classes. Although 
the influence already eVercised by the Owens' College in this direction has 
been considerable, yet, until this part of the United Kingdom shall have become 
the seat of a national University, it will be without high advantages which 
Scotland, for example, possesses. 

4. That the examinations of the University of London test the knowledge of 
all candidates in the subjects of study prescribed by its authorities, and lead to 
degrees possessing a national value as' certificates of knowledge and acquire- 
ments. But that University is not a place of education, nor does it require of 
candidates for its degrees (except in medicine) that they should have been 
trained in any college or teaching institution. 

5. That the training of young men in this district desirous of a University 
education has accordingly been for some time largely carried on by the Owens^* 
College, many of whose students have offered themselves for the examinatioiis 
of the Universitv of London, and obtained its desrrees. 
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2 PAPERS RELATING TO 

7. That in view of the growing demand for University education, and of the 
attempts abeady made^ or likely to be made, to meet this demand, it will, 
sooner or later, prove impossible for the University of London to regulate the 
whole academical education of the country, so far as not provided for by the 
Universities of Oxford and Cambridge. Nor would it be in the national 
interest that such a claim should be acknowledged, since a uniform system of 
university education for all parts of the country would render impossible a 
healthy freedom of intellectual progress, and exclude that variety in the 
methods and ranges of study and in the works studied which is indispensable 
to the advance of knowledge in many of its principal branches. 

8. That th«se purposes would, in the opinion of your Petitioners, be most 
readily accomplished by the issue of a Chai-ter to a body of persons entitled the 
" Court of Governors of the University," to consist of the following persons : — 

1. The Chancellor of the Tlniversity (the first Chancellor being the 
President of the Owens' College). 

2. Twelve members chosen by the Lord President of the Privy Council, 
and named in the Charter. Vacancies to be filled by the Lord President. 

3. Three members chosen by the Chancellor. 

4. Members appointed by each of the incorporated colleges. 

5. The Vice Chancellor of the University. (To be in the first instance 
tlie Principal of the Owens' College.) 

6. Four members to be appointed by the graduates. 

7. And that the Owens' College, Manchester, should be named in the 
University Charter as a college incorporated in the University, and that 
power should be given to the court of governors to accept the application 
of any other college for incorporation with the University : provided 
always that the court shall be satisfied (i.) that such college has estab- 
lished a reasonably complete cmriculum, and possesses a reasonably 
sufficient teaching stafi^ in the departments of arts and science at least ; 
(ii.) that such college has furnished proofs of its means and appliances for 
teaching being established on a satisfeictory basis; and (iii.) that such 
college is under the independent control of its own governing body. 

9. That on the 20th of July 1877, a Memorial fix)m your Petitioners was 
presented to the Lords of Your Majesty's Most Honourable Privy Council 
praying, for reasons therein stated, that their Lordships would be pleased to 
advise your Majesty to grant a Charter to the Owens' College, Manchester, 
conferring upon it the rank of a University, to be called the University of 
Manchester, and having the power to grant its own degrees in the faculties of 
arts, science, medicine, and law. 

10. That in view of the further consideration and discussion which the 
proposal of the Memorial, presented by the Owens' College in July 1877> has 
since that time received, it has seemed desirable to your Petitioners to modify 
the suggestions originally made to their Lordships as to the basis of the 
constitution of the proposed university. 

11. That your Petitioners accordingly prepared a scheme of suggestions on 
this head, modified in certain important respects fi-om those appended to the 
Memorial of the Owens' College of July 1877. The suggestions so prepared 
have been drawn up in concert with the representatives of the Yorkshire 
College, Leeds, with a view of more effectually providing for two of the objects 
contemplated in the former Memorial of the Owens' CoUege, viz.: (1) an 
ample and sufficient control over the proposed University, as a national place of 
education and learning, by the Government of the country; and (2) the incor- 
poration in the proposed University, on equitable terms and on satisfactory 
conditions, of other colleges besides the Owens' College. 

12. That the capital funds of the Owens' College (including the value of site 
and buildings) amounted, in July 1877, to above 326,000/.; their total at the 
present time is about 400,000/. ; and an annual sum of more than 1,150/. is 
now at the disposal of the college, for a fellowship, scholarships, exhibitions, 
and prizes. The expenditure of the college for the session 1877"78 was 
21,792/. 

13. That 
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13. That the teaching staff of the college now consists of 33 professors and 
lecturers in arts, science, and law, and 16 professors and lecturers in the 
medical (exclusive of those also engaged in the general science) department. 
The number of (day) students who have entered in the session now in progress, 
in the arts, science, and law departments, is 443 ; in the medical department 
exclusively, 210. Of these the majority come from Manchester and the neigh- 
bourhood, but a considerable number from other parts of Lancashire, Cheshire, 
and Yorkshire, and some from more distant counties. The age of the great 
majority of the students, exclusive of the medical school, was, at the be^ning of 
the present session, above 1 8 years. The medical students are mostly of adult 
age, and some of them have already graduated. The number of the associates 
of the collie is now 114. In addition to the day students there is a large 
body of young mea, numbering in the present sessioil about 750, who attend 
evening classes in the college. 

14. That your Petitioners are desirous that the locus of the proposed 
University should be Manchester. 

15. That your Petitionei"s are further desirous that Your Majesty should 
graciously assent to the name of Your Majesty being associated with the pro- 
posed University, and that the same should be called the Victoria University. 

16. That your Petitioners, on the 15th of May 1879, presented a second 
Memorial to Your Majesty's Most Honourable Privy Council, stating to the 
effect herein stated, and praying their Lordships to be pleased to advise Your 
Majesfy to grant a Charter to a body of persons appointed as is described in 
such Memorial, constitutinij a university, to be called the Victoria University, 
and having the power to grant its own degrees in the faculties of arts, science, 
medicine, and law. 

17. That to such last-mentioned Memorial your Petitioners appended 
detailed suggestions as to the constitution of the proposed University. 

Your Petitioners therefore humbly pray Your Majesty to be 
{leased to grant a Charter to a body of persons appointed 
as is described in this Petition, or to such other persons as 
Your Majesty may be pleased to select, constitutiug a 
University, to be called the Victoria University, or with 
such other name as Your Majesty may be pleased to approve, 
and having power to grant its own degrees in the faculties 
of arts, science, medicine, and law, and that Your Majesty 
will be pleased to make such orders in the premises as to 
Your Majesty, in your Royal wisdom and justice, may seem 
meet. 

And your Petitioners will ever pray.

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PETITION of the Yorkshire College. 

To Her Most Gracious Majesty in Council : 
The humble Petition of the Yorkshire College, under their Common Seal, 

Sheweth, 

Whereas several colleges have of late years been founded in the more 
populous districts of this country, with the view of affording to their inhabitants 
greater facilities for obtaining an education similar to that given in the Univer- 
sities. 

Your Majesty's humble Petitioners believe that the development of these 
colleges wiU be retarded, and their beneficial influence on the surrounding dis- 
tricts checked, unless they are endowed with the power of rewarding their 
students with a degree, and they think that this privilege might be entrusted to 
them vithout any deterioration" of the standard which obtains in England for 
that honour. 

They venture, therefore, to petition Your Majesty to establish with this end 
in view a University, with powers to incorporate colleges, wherever situated^ 
which satisfy certain conditions as to efficiency ; and they submit that a consti- 
tution based upon the following principles would meet the wants of such 
colleges, and yet surround the power of granting degrees with proper safe- 
guards: — 

First. — That the locus of the proposed University shall be Manchester. 

Second. — That the government shall be invested in a court of governors, 
composed of 12 gentlemen, nominated by the Lord President of Your 
Majesty^s Privy Council, of the chief university officers and their nominees, 
• together with representatives of the graduates, and of each of the incor- 
porated colleges. 

Third.— That the Owens* College, Manchester, shall be named in the 
Charter as an incorporated college, and that power shall be given to incor- 
porate other colleges which can give satisfactory proofs of their efficiency, 
with the right of appeal to the Lords of Yoiu* Majesty's Privy Council, on 
the part of any college, the application of which for incorporation the 
University may decline to entertain. 

Fourth. — That provision shall be made for determining on equitable 
principles the number of representatives on the governing body allotted, to 
each college. 

Fifth. — That a limited power of taxation over the colleges shall be en- 
trusted to the University. 

Sixth. — ^That provision shall be made for the appointment of examiners 
not engaged in teaching in the University, to share, equally with the pro- 
fessors and lecturers of the University, the duty of conducting and declaring 
the results of the examinations. 

Your Petitioners beUeve that a University, based on this constitution, would 
promote the advance of education, and that, though its action should not be 
limited to any particular district, it would be likely to prove especially beneficial 
to the north of England. 

it would meet the immediate wants of the Owens' College, and by enabling 
institutions situated in other towns to share its Urivileges as they successively 
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in the Uniyersity examinations awarded to external examiners would check any 
undue depreciation in the standard of attainment for a degree. 

It is not improbable that a University so constituted might, in the future, 
unite the chief educational institutions, in the more populous districts, into a 
confederation beneficial to them all. 

The progress of the Yorkshire College in particular has been sufficiently 
rapid to induce your Petitioners to hope that they might, at no very distant 
date, be in a position to apply for incoporation. 

Your Petitioners further hope that Your Majesty, if graciously pleased to 
create a University as above described, will further allow it to be called after 
yourself, the Victoria University. 

Your Petitioners, for the reasons above stated, himibly pray Your 
Majesty : — 

1. To create a new University in which the Owens* College, 

Manchester, and such other institutions as may now or 
hereafter be able to fulfil the conditions of incorporation laid 
down in the Charter, may be incorporated colleges. 

2. To grant to each of such incorporated colleges a share in the 

government of the University, depending only upon its 
magnitude and efficiency. 

3. To be graciously pleased to allow the said University to be

and Ireland Queen, Defender of the Faith, 

To all to whom these presents shall come, greeting : 

Whereas the Owens' College, Manchester, incorporated by Act of Parliament, 
lately presented to us in our Council a humble Petition under the common seal 
of that college, and thereby represented to us (among other things) as follows : — 

That in this country there exists a widespread and growing demand for the 
extension of the benefits of University education, together with a conviction that 
in respect of the opportunities for such an education England, as compared with 
several other countries, remains deficient : 

And the Owens' College by the same Petition humbly prayed us to be pleased 
to grant a Charter to a body of persons appointed as therein referred to, or to 
such other persons as we might be pleased to select, constituting a University 
to be called the Victoria University, or with such other name as we might be 
pleased to approve, and having power to grant its own degrees in the faculties 
of Arts, Science, Medicine, and Law, and that we would be pleased to make 
such orders in the premises as to us, in our Royal wisdom and justice might 
seem meet :

Ajid the Yarkdiire CioUege by the same Petition humbly prayed us to the 
eflFect following (that is to say) : — 

To create a new University, in which the Owens' College, Manchester, and 
other institutions now or hereafter able to fulfil the conditions of incorporation 
to be laid down, may be incorporated colleges ; and to grant to each of such 
incorpcnrated colleges a share in the government of the University depending 
only upon its magnitude and efficiency ; and to be graciously pleased to allow 
the said University to be called the Victoria University ; 

Now know ye that we, having taken into our Royal consideration the said 
humble Petitions, do, by virtue of our Prerogative Royal, and of our special 
grace, certain knowledge and mere motion, by these presents for us, our heirs and 
s^ccesso^s» will and ordain as follows : — 

I. — Foundation of Victoria University, 

There shall be and there is hereby constituted and foimded a University, with 
the name of the Victoria University, by which name the Chancellor, and other 
members of the Victoria University for the time being shall be, and are hereby, 
constituted one body politic and- corporate, with perpetual succession, and a 
common seal, and vdth power, without any further licence in mortmain, to take, 
purchase, snd hold, and also to grant, demise, or otherwise dispose of real and 
personal property, which University shall have the constitution and powers, and 
be subject to the regulations, in this our Charter prescribed and contained (and 
which University is in this our Charter referred to as the University). 

II. — Seat of University. 
The University shall have its seat in the Ci^ of Manchester. 

III. — Colleges in University. 

The Owens' Collie, Manchester, shall be and is hereby constituted a college 
in the University. 

Other colleges may from time to time be admitted as colleges in the Univer- 
sity in the manner and subject to the conditions in this our Charter prescribed. 

IV. — University Degrees and Certificates. 

The University shall have power to grant and confer all such degrees and 
other distinctions as now or at any time hereafter can be granted and conferred 
by any other University in our Upited Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, 
to and on all persons, male or female, who shall have pursued a regular course 
of study in a college in the University, and shall submit themselves for exami- 
naticni. 

Provided, that the University shall not grant degrees in medicine or surgery, 
unless and until authority in that behalf is given by our further Charter or by 
Act of Parliament. 

The University shall also have power, in the case of scholars of the Univer- 
sity who shall have been resident students of any other University of our United 
Kingdom, to accept the examinations, and periods of residence and study, passed 
by them at such other University, as equivalent to such examinations and 
periods of study in the University, as the University Court, constituted by this 
our Charter, shaU from time to time determine. Provided that the University 
Court shall not allow a d^ree to be conferred on any such scholar unless m 
shall have pa^ed the final examination of the University, and shall have pursued 
a course of study in a college in the University during the final portion of the 
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The Universily shall also have power to admit to honorary degrees in tiie 
University persons worthy, in the estimation of the University CJourt, of su(^ 
distinction. 

The University shall also have power to grant to students of any college in* 
the University, after such examinations, in such mode and on such conditions 
as to the University from time to time seem fit, certificates of proficiency in any 
branches of knowledge. 

The University shall also have power to examine into the eflSdency of schools 
or any academic institutions, and to grant certificates of proficiaicy to scholars 
and members thereof. 

Y.— Visitor. 

We reserve to ourselves, our heirs and successors, to be the visitor of the 
University. 

YL— Authorities of the Uuiversitj/. 

The authorities of the University shall be the Chancellor of the University, 
the Vice Chancellor of the University, the University Court, the University 
Council, and the Convocation (rf the University. 

VII.— 2%^ Chancellor. 

The Chancellor shall be the head and chief oflScer of the University, and may 
preside over its meetings. 

The Chancellor shall hold office during his life or until his resignation. 

Our right trusty and right entirely beloved Cousin and Councillor, William, 
Duke of Devonshire, Knight of our most Noble Order of the Garter, Doctor of 
Laws, Doctor of the Civil Law, shall be the first Chancellor of the University. 

His successors fipom time to time shall be elected by the Convocation of the 
University. 

VIII.— 2%c Vice ChanceUor. 

In the absence of the Chancellor, the Vice Chancellor of the University shall 
exercise all the functions of the Chancellor, except the hearing of Appeals under 
any provision of this our Charter, and the appointment of members of the 
University Court. 

Our trusty and well-beloved Joseph Gouge Greenwood, esquire. Doctor of 
Lav^, shall be the first Vice Chancellor, and he shall hold office for four years 
from the date of this our Charter, or until his previous death or resignation. 

His successors from time to time shall be elected by the University Court, 
and shall severally hold office for two years from the date of election, or until 
their respective previous death or resignation ; and the first and any succeeding 
Vice Chancellor going out of office shall be re-eligible. 

In the absence of the Vice Chancellor the functions of his office may be 
exercised by a Pro- Vice Chancellor appointed by the University Court for the 
period of the Vice Chancellorship. 

IX. — The University Court. 

The University Court shall consist of the persons following, namely ; first 
the Chancellor; secondly, the Vice Chancellor ; thirdly, 12 persons appointed 
by this our Charter, and their successors appointed as in this our Charter 
provided ; fourthly, tiiree persons appointed by the Chancellor ; fifthly, four 
persons elected by the Convocation of the University ; and sixthly, persons 
representing the several colleges in the University. 

The following six persons shall be members of the court until their respective 
death or resignation (namely) : The Most Reverend Father in God, om* right 
trusty and right entirely beloved Councillor, William, Lord Archbishop of York; 
our right trusty and entirely beloved Cousin and Councillor, George Frederick 
Samuel, Marquis of Ripon, Knight of Our Most Noble Order of the Garter ; 
our right trusty and right well-beloved Cousin and Councillor, Edward H^iry, 
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Earl of Derby; our trusty and well-beloved Frederick Charles Cavendish 
esquire, commonly called Lord Frederick Charles Cavendish ; the Right 
Reverend Father in God, James, Lord Bishop of Manchester ; our right trusty 
and well-beloved Councillor, John, Baron Winmarleigh. 

The following three persons shall be members of the court for six years from 
the date of this our Charter, or until their respective previous death or resigna- 
tion (namely) : our right trusty and well-beloved Councillor, William Edward 
Forster ; our trusty and well beloved Mark Pattison, clerk. Bachelor in 
Divinity ; our trusty and well-beloved James Prescott Joule, esquire. Doctor of 
Laws. 

The following three persons shall be members of the court for three years 
from the date of this our Charter, or until their respective previous death or 
resignation (namely) : our trusty and well-beloved John Gott, clerk. Doctor in 
Divinity ; our trusty and well-beloved Edward Baines, esquire ; our trusty and 
well-beloved William Bowman, esquire. Fellow of the Royal College of 
Surgeons. 

()n any person appointed by this our Charter, or any of his successors for 
the time being, ceasing by death, effluxion of time, resignation, or otherwise, to 
be a member of the court, the Lord President of our Council shall appoint a 
fit person to fill the vacancy ; and the person so appointed shall be a member 
of the court as follows, that is to say : first, if the person ceasing to be a 
member was a life member, then for life or until resignation ; and, secondly, if 
the person ceasing to be a member was a member for a term of years, then, in 
case of a casual vacancy, for the remainder of that term, and, in any other case, 
for the term of six years, or until previoiis death or resignation. 

Other members of the court shall be members for such periods not exceeding 
12 years, and not being less than three years, as the court shall by statute 
direct. 

Any person ceasing to be a member of the court may be again appointed or 
elected. 

The representatives in the court of the several colleges shall be the President, 
the Chairman of the Council, and the principal or other chief academic officer 
of every such college, and not less than two or more than four persons chosen 
by and from among the members of the Senate or Academic Board of every 
such college, and not less than four or more than 12 persons chosen by the 
governing body of every such college. 

The Owens' College shall in the first instance send the highest number of 
representatives above mentioned. 

On the admission of any other college as a college in the University, the 
number of its representatives within the limits aforesaid shall be determined by 
the court, with the approval of the Lord President of our Council. 

Provided that as soon as a college other than the Owens' College shall have 
been admitted as a college in the University, then in every sixth year from the 
date of its admission, the number of representatives sent by the several colleges 
shall, if any college shall so require, or the court shall deem it expedient, be 
readjusted within the limits aforesaid by the court, after considering a report to 
be made in each case by a committee to be appointed by the court, consisting 
of seven members of the court, of whom three at least shall be of the 12 
members appointed by this our Charter, or their successors ; which committee, 
in making their report, shall be guided by the relative magnitude and efficiency 
of the several colleges ; and any college may, within two calendar months after 
the promulgation of the decision of the court, appeal against it to the Chancellor 
of the University. 

The acts of the court shall not be iuvalidated by the existence of any vacancy 
among its members. 

X. — Powers of Court. 

The University Court shall be the governing body of the University, and shall 
direct the form, custody, and use of the common seal, and shall have the 
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Provided, first, that it shall not be lawful for the Court, by any statute or 
otherwise, to adopt or impose on any person any test whatsoever of religious 
belief or profession ; and 

Provided, secondly, that any statute made by the Court be not repugnant to 
the law of England, or to the general objects, or any provision, of this our 
Charter. 

XI. — The University Council. 

Tlie University Council shall consist of the persons following, namely ; first, 
the Chancellor ; secondly, the Vice Chancellor ; thirdly, six members of the 
University Court appointed in this behalf by the Lord President of our Council; 
fourthly, two other members of the Court chosen in this behalf by the Court 
from among such of the members thereof as are elected by the Convocation of 
the University ; fifthly, four other members of the Court chosen in this behalf 
by the Court ; sixthly, the President and the Chairman of the Council, and the 
principal or other chief academic officer of each college in the University ; and, 
seventhly, such of the professors of the colleges in the University as are 
members of the Court by virtue of the choice of the senates or academic boards 
of the several colleges. 

The respective periods of office of the members of the Council shall be deter- 
mined by statute of the Court. 

The acts of the Council shall not be invalidated by the existence of any 
vacancy among its members. 

XII. — Powers of Council. 

The University Council shall be the executive body of the University, and 
may exercise and do such of the powers, authorities, and things by this our 
Charter granted to or authorised to be done by the University Court as statutes 
of the Court direct, except the admission or exclusion of a college to or from 
the University, and except the election of the Vice Chancellor or of members 
of the Court to be members of the Council ; but all acts of the Coimcil shall be 
subject to an appeal by any member of the Court to the Court, notice of appeal 
being sent to the Vice-Chancellor within 30 days from the promulgation of the 
act appealed against. 

XIII. — The Convocation of the University. 

The Convocation of the University shall consist of the Chancellor, Vice 
Chancellor, professors, lecturers, and registered graduates of the University 
for the time being. 

All graduates of the University of three years' standing shall be entitled to 
register, and for this purpose a register shall be kept according to statutes of 
the University Court, which register shall be conclusive evidence that any 
person whose name appears thereon at the time of claiming to vote in the 
Convocation is entitled to so vote, and that any person whose name does not 
then appear thereon is not so entitled. 

Provided, first, that the holder of an ad eundem or honorary degree shall not, 
as such, without the consent of the Convocation in each case, be entitled to so 
register. 

Provided, secondly, that the persons who are at the date of this our Charter 
associates of the Owens College of three years' standing shall be entitled to 
register forthwith, and to vote in the Convocation though not graduates of the 
University. 

The first meeting of the Convocation shall be called by the Vice Chancellor, 
as soon as conveniently may be after the date of this our Charter. 

At that meeting all persons by this our Charter constituted members of the 
Convocation, and all persons then qualified to register as members, may attend 
and vote although not actually so registered 

The Chancellor, if present, ghall preside at the meetings of Convocation. 

Subject thereto, the Vice Chancellor shall act as Chairman of the Convocation 
until the Convocation shall have elected a Chairman. 

17. B The 
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The Chairman elected shall hold office for three jrears or until his prei^ous 
death or resignation, but a Chairman going oat of office «hall be re-eligible. 

The University Council shall, once at least in every year, and as often ts to 
them seems fit, convene a meeting of the Convocation. 

If at any time 20 members of the Convocation, by writing under their hands, 
require the Chairman to convene a meeting of tiie Convocation, he may in his 
discretion do so. 

Notice of all meetings of the Convocation shall be given as Statutes of the 
Court prescribe. 

No question shall be decided at a meeting of the Convocation unless at least 
30 members are present, but in the election of a Chancellor and of members 
of the Court, members of the Convocation shall be entitled to vote by voting 
papers in such form, and to be signed, verified, and transmitted in such mannear 
as Statutes of the Court prescribe. 

The minutes of the proceedings of the Court shall be read at the next 
meeting of the Convocation after the meeting of the Court at which those 
proceedings have been taken. 

Members of the Convocation may be present at meetings of the Court, 
subject to any exceptions and regulations prescribed by the Court. 

'1 he Lord President of our Council may fi^om time to time, on application 
of the Court, increase the number of members of the CcMirt dected by the 
Convocation, in sucii manner and to such extent as he thinks fit. 

Notwithstanding anything in this our Charter, as soon as the number of 
members of the Convocation reaches 250, the number of members of the Court 
to be elected by the Convocation shall be seven instead of four ; and as soon as 
the number of members of the Convocation reaches 350, the number of members 
of the Court to be elected by the Convocation shall be 10 instead of seven. 

Every member of the Convocation shall pay such fees, at such times, and 
with such liberty to compound for the same, and subject to such consequences 
of non-payment as the Court, with the concurrence of the Convocation, by 
Statute direct. 

XIV. — Powers of Convocation. 

The Convocation shall have the following powers (namely) : — 

Of electing the Chancellor of the University after the first vacancy in 
the office ; 

Of electing members of the University Court ; 

Of discussing and of declaring an opinion on any matter whatsoever 
relating to the University, including any matter referred to them by the 
Court or Council ; 

Of prescribing the mode of conducting the proceedings of the Convo- 
cation and of registering the same, and of reporting the same to the Court 
and CoimciL 

XV. — Members qfthe University. 

The members of the University shall be the Chancellor, the Vice Chancellor, 
the members of the University Court, and the professors, examiners, lecturers, 
registrar, graduates and scholars of the University. 

The professors of the University shall be the professors of the college or 
collies in the University who are members for the time being of the senate 
or senates, or corresponding academic board or boards of the college or colleges 
in the University. 

The lecturers of the University shall be such of the lecturers or teachers of 
thfe nollesre or noUe&res in the Universitv as the ffoveminflr hodv. after con- 
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XVL — Examiners; Boards of Studies ; Examinations. 

The examiners of the University shall be the professors of the University, 
with such lecturers of the University as the University Court on the report of 
the General Board of Studies hereinafter constituted from time to time appoint, 
and certain external examiners not professors, lecturers or teachers in any of 
the colleges in the University from time to time appointed by the University 
Council. 

Provided that at least one such external examiner shall be appointed by the 
Council for each subject or group of subjects forming part of the courses of 
study required for University degrees. 

The General Board of Studies shall consist in the first instance of the pro- 
fessors of the college or colleges in the University, with such external examiners 
as shall be appointed in that behalf. 

The General Board of Studies so constituted shall, as soon as may be after 
the date of this our Charter, present to the Court a report as to the organisation 
of special or departmental boards of studies in the University, and thenceforth 
the General Board of Studies shall consist of the examiners of the University 
for the time being. 

All regulations respecting the tenure of the office of examiners by others than 
the professors of the University, and the subjects, time, and mode of the exami- 
nations, and respecting the degrees and distinctions to be conferred by the 
University, shall be made by the Court after considering a report of the General 
Board of Studies thereon. 

Provided always, that all examinations of members of the University shall be 
conducted jointly by external examiners, and by examiners being professors or 
lecturers of the University, 

XVII. — Place for Meetings. 

The meeting of the University Court and Council, and of the Convocation of 
the University, shall be held in the city of Manchester. 

Unless and until the University shal possess other buildings proper in this 
behalf, those meetings shall be held, and all degrees granted and examinations 
for degrees held by the University shall be granted and held in a building pro- 
vided by the Owens' College with the approval of the University Court. 

Provided that on the application of any college in the University not having 
its seat in the city of Manchester, the University Court shall provide by Statute 
for the holding of any examination of the University in that college as well as 
in Manchester, in case the college applying supplies accommodation in that be- 
half to the satisfaction of the Court. 

But nothirg in this our Charter shall prevent the University from conferring 
any degree by special grace on any qualified person in his absence. 

ILym.—Property. 

Notwithstanding anything in this our Charter, the University shall not at any 
time hold real property in our United Kingdom exceeding the annual value of 
ten thousand pounds (ascertained at the time of the acquisition thereof) over 
and above the value of the site, buildings, and hereditaments of the University 
used and occupied for the immediate purposes thereof. 



XIX.— F^e^. 

The University may demand and receive for degrees and other distinctions, 
and for certificates of proficiency and other certificates, and on examinations 
conducted by the University, such fees as the University Court from time to 
time by Statute appoint ; and the produce of all such fees shall be applied in or 
towards discharge of the expenses of the execution of this our Charter.

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XX. — Contributions of Colleges. 

In case the produce of such fees is insufficient to meet those expenses, the 
University, by the University Court, may require from the several collies in 
the University contributions for defrajdng those expenses ; and in fixing the 
amount thereof the University Court shall consider a report to be made in each 
case by a committee to be appointed by the Court, consisting of seven memb^^ 
of the Court, of whom three at least shall be of the 12 members appointed by 
this our Charter, or their successors ; which committee in making their report 
shall have regard to the relative magnitude and resources of the several 
colleges. 

Any college may, within two calendar months after the promulgation of the 
determination of the Court, appeal against it to the Chancellor of the University, 

XXI. — Fellowships and other Emoluments. 

The University from time to time may foimd and endow fellowships, scholar- 
ships, exhibitions, and other prizes, for which funds may by devise, donation^ 
grant, or otherwise be supplied, and may make regulations respecting the same 
and the tenure thereof, but not so as in any way to interfere with the regu- 
lations respecting the entrance or admission erf students to any college in the 
University. 

XXII. — Benefactions and Surplus Income. 

If at any time any property is granted, devised, or bequeathed to, or other- 
wise acquired by the University, vnthout the object thereof being definitely 
specified, or in case there is a surplus income of the University from any 
source, then such property and income shall be applied for objects benefiting, 
as far as possible, all the colleges in the University equally. 

XXIII. — A dinission of Colleges. 

The University Court, after considering a report to be made in each case by 
the University Council, may accept the application of any incorporated college 
to be admitted as a college in the University, on the Court being satisfied (first) 
that the college applying has established a reasonably complete curriculum, 
and possesses a reasonably sufficient teaching stajff in the departments of arts 
and sciences at least ; (secondly) that the meaner and appliances of the college 
for its teaching are established on a sound basis; and (thirdly) that the 
college is under the independent control of its ovm governing body. 

In case the Court refuse any such application, the college applying may 
appeal to us in our Council against such refusal. 

On the Court accepting any such application, either in the first instance or in 
compliance with our decision on appeal, the college shall be admitted as a 
college in the University. 

XXIV.— ylw^Aonfy over Colleges. 

A college in the University shall not in any way be under the jurisdiction or 
control of the University Court or Council, except as regards the regulations 
for the duration and nature of the studies to be required of the students of 
the college as a qualification for University degrees or distinctions. 

XXV. — Exclusion of Colleges. 

The University Court may, from time to time, revise the list of colleges in the 
University, and if it appears to the Court that any college has ceased to

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On such exclusion members of the Court representmg or elected by that 
college shall cease to be such; and the professors and lecturers of that 
college shall cease to be professors or lecturers of the University, or to be by 
virtue of their office in that college examiners of the University ; but the 
scholars of the University, then members of that college, shall, if the requisite 
instruction is given in that coUege, be allowed by the University to complete 
in that college the courses of study necessary for the attainment of the degrees 
of the University. 

No member of a college excluded shall, on accoimt of such exclusion, be 
deprived of any right, privilege, or emolument possessed by him by virtue of 
any degree, reward, or distinction granted to or conferred on him by the 
University. 

Provided that not less than one year's notice in writing shall be given to a 
college of the meeting of the Court at which the proposal for its exclusion is to 
be considered; and no such exclusion shall take effect until the expiration 
of three calendar months from the date of that meeting; and within those 
three months that college may appeal to us in our Council against such 
exclusion.

In the Matter of the Foundation known as the Free Grammar School of Sir 
Andrew Judd, Knight, in the Town of Tonbridge, in the County of Kent, 
established and endowed by the said Sir Andrew Judd, in or before the Year 
1553, and under Declarations of Trust, Statutes, and Ordinances made by him, and by 
his Will made in the Year 1558, and under a Charter or Letters Patent of King 
Edward VI., made in the Year 1553 ; and in the Matter of the Endowed Schools 
Acts, 1869, 1873, and 1874. 



Scheme for the Administration of the above-mentioned Foundation. 

General Administration. 

1. All the estates and property of the Foundation and Endowment comprised in this Governors. 
Scheme (hereinafter referred to as " The Foundation ") shall remain vested in the Master, 
Wardens, and Commonalty of the Mystery of Skinners of the city of London (hereinafter 

called the Company) as Governors of the possessions, revenues, and goods of the Free 
Grammar School of Sir Andi'ew Judd, Kni<rht, and their successors, as provided by the 
above-mentioned Charter of King Edward VI. But the Foundation shall henceforth be 
administered by the Master, Wardens, and Court of Assistants for the time being of the 
Company, which said Master, Wardens, and Court of Assistants are hereinafter called the 
Governors, and shall be managed by them, or by their officers acting under their orders, in 
accordance with the provisions of this Scheme and the general law applicable to the 
management of property by Trustees of Charitable Foundations. 

2. Religious opinions, or attendance or non-attendance at any particular form of Religious opinions, 
religious worship, shall not in any way affect the qualification of any person for being a 

Governor under this Scheme. 

3. A minute book and proper books of account for the Foundation shall be provided by Minutes, 
the Governors, and kept in some convenient and secure place of deposit to be provided or 
appointed by them for that purpose, and minutes of all proceedings of the Governors in 
respect of the Foundation shall be entered in such minute book. 

4. The Governors shall cause full accounts to be kept of the receipts and expenditure Accounts, 
in respect of the Foundation ; and such accounts shall be stated for each year and shall be 

fli^ed by the Master or one of the Wardens of the Company within two calendar months 
alter the day to which they are made up. As soon as practicable after the accounts are 
so signed they shall be audited in conformity with regulations to be made or approved from - 
time to time by the Charity Commissioners. 

5. The Governors shall cause sufficient abstracts of the accounts to be published 
annually for general information. Such abstracts shall be in the form given in the 
schedule hereto, unless some other form is prescribed by the Charity Commissioners, in 
which case the form so prescribed shall be followed.

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7. Any money arising from the ealo of timber, or from any mines or minerals, belonging 
to the Foundation, shall be treated as capital, and invested in any such securities as may 
from time to time be authorised by any Act of Parliament or by the Chancery Division of 
the High Court of Justice for the investment of trust funds, except in any special cases in 
which the Governors may be authorised by the Charity Commissioners to apply such 
money or any part thereof as income. 

8. So far as may be practicable and convenient, the School of the Foundation may be 
carried on as heretofore until the end of the School term which may be current at the 
date of this Scheme, or which according to the previously established practice would 
begin next after such date, or until such other time as may, with the approval of the 
Charity Commissioners, be fixed by the Governors. 

Provisions as to cer- 9. The Head Master (if any) who may be in office at the date of this Scheme shall, at 
tain present Masters, qj. before the time so limited as aforesaid, declare to the Governors, in writing, whether or 
not he desires to take and hold the oflfice of Head Master of the School under this Scheme, 
and if he shall declare himself to be desirous he shall be continued in the ofiEce without 
further appointment, subject in all respects to the provisions of this Scheme ; but, if he 
shall fail to make such declaration withm the time so limited as aforesaid, or shall declare 
that he is not so desirous, the Governors may forthwith remove him from the said oflice. 

10. The Rev. Edward Ind Welldon shall continue to be usher of the School, and shall 
be dismissible by the Governors for such causes only and in such manner only as he 
would have been dismissible if this Scheme had not been made. He shall have his 
boarding-house as heretofore. But in lieu of all other emoluments hitherto enjoyed by 
him as usher he shall be entitled to the same emoluments only until the end of the School 
term which may be current at the date of this Scheme, or which according to the pre- 
viously established practice would begin next after such date, or until such further time 
as may, with the approval of the Charity Commissioners, be filled by the Governors ; 
and henceforth he shall be entitled under this Scheme to a fixed yearly stipend of 200 /., 
and to a further or capitation payment at the rate of 30 s. a year for each boy 
attending the School during eacn School term* Subject to the rights of the said Rev. 
Edward Ind Welldon the said office of usher shall be abolished. 

Scheme to be 11. The Governors shall take all requisite measures for bringing the provisions of this

SaviDg of interests 1^* ^^7 Scholarship or Exhibition enjoyed by any boy at the date of this Scheme 
of scholars. shall be continued to hun. Any boy on the Foundation at the date of this Scheme may, 

instead of paying the tuition fees for instruction in the subjects hereinaflter provided, 
remain in the School on payment of tuition fees on the same scale for instruction in the 
same subjects as if this Scheme had not been made. And the interest of any boy who 
was on the 2nd August 1869 on the Foundation of the School is hereby saved. 



School site and 
buildings. 
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The School and its Management. 

13. As soon as conveniently may be, the Governors shall make arrangements for pro- 
viding suitable buildings and premises for the purposes of the School, as regulated by 
this Scheme, either by altering or adding to the present School buildings and premises, 
or by acquiring or erecting other buildings, or acquiring any land convenient to be held 
and occupied for the purposes of the School. Such arrangements shall include the 
establishment of a library^ laboratory, gymnasium, and other rooms and buildings, with 

J)roper fittings and aj^pliances, for the use of the School, and. the Governors may apply 
or such purposes a sufficient sum tp be provided or raised, if needful, out of the capital 
endowment or property of the Foundation by sale or otherwise. For all the piurpoaes of 
this clause the Governors shall act subject to the consent and approval of the Charity 
Commissioners. 

14. The Head Master of the School shall be a graduate of some University in the 
United Kingdom duly qualified to give instruction and discharge the duties of Head 
Master, as prescribed by this Scheme. Every future Head Master shall be appointed by 
tlie Governors at a meeting to be called for that purpose, as soon as conveniently may be 
after the occurrence of a vacancy, or after notice of an intended vacancy. In order to 
obtain the best candidates, the Uovernors shall, for a suflScient time before making any 
appointment, give public notice of the vacancy and invite applicants for the office by 
advertisements in newspapers, and by such other methods as they may judge best calcu- 
lated to secure the object. 

15. The Governors may dismiss the Head Master without assigning cause, after 
six calendar months written notice, given to him in pursuance of a resolution passed at 
two consecutive meetings held at an interval of at least fourteen days, and convened for 
the purpose of considering the question, such resolution being affirmed at each meeting 
by not legs than two-thirds of the Governors present. 

16. The Governors for what in their opinion is urgent cause may, by resolution passed 
at a special meeting convened for the purpose of considering the question, and at which 
not less than two-thirds of thewholenumberof the Masters, Wardens,and Court of Assistants 
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of the Company who may have attended any meeting of the Governora during the twelve 
months last preceding such special meeting shall be present, declare that the Head 
Master ought to be dismissed from his office without the aforesaid notice, and in that case 
they may appoint another special meeting to be held not less than a week after the 
former one, and may then by a similar resolution passed in like manner absolutely and 
finally dismiss him. And if the Governors assembled at the first of such meetings think 
fit at once to suspend the Head Master from his office until the next meeting, they may 
do so by resolution passed in like manner. Full notice and opportunity of defence at 
both meetings shall be given to the Head Master. 

17. Every future Head Master, previously to entering into office, shall be required to Declantion to be 
sign a declaration, to be entered in the minute book of the Governors to the following signed by Head 
effect:— M>"*«'- 

" I, . • , declare that I will always to the 

** best of my ability discharge the duties of Head Master of Sir Andrew Judd's School \ 

** at Tonbridge during my tenure of office, and that if I am removed by the Governors I 
*^ will acquiesce in such removal, and will thereupon relinquish all claim to the master- 
*' ship and its future emoluments, and deliver up to the Governors, or as they direct, 
** possession of all the property of the School then m my possession or occupation." 

18. The Head Master shall dwell in the residence, if any, assigned for him by the Head Master's 
Governors. He shall have the occupation and use of such residence aud of any other official residence, 
property of the School of which he becomes the occupant as such Head Master, in respect 

of his official character and duties, and not as tenant, and shall, if removed from his office, 
deliver up possession of such residence and other property to the Governors, or as they 
direct. He shall not, except with the permission of the Governors, permit any person 
not being a member of his family to occupy such residence or any part thereof. 

19. The Head Master shall give his personal attention to the duties of the School, and Head Masternot to 
during his tenure of office^ he shall not hold any benefice having the cure of souls, or have other employ- 
undertake any office or appointment which, in the opinion of the Governors, may ^^^' 
interfere with the proper performance of his duties as Head Master. 

20. Neither the Head Master nor any Assistant Master shall receive or demand from Masters not to re- 
aiiy boy in the School, or from any person whomsoever on behalf of any such boy, any ceive other than 
gratuity, fee, or payment, except such as are j)rescribed or authorised by this Scheme, or *^*"<^^®®^ "®8- 
allowed by the express sanction of the Governors under the provisions of this Scheme. 

21. Within the limits fixed by this Scheme, the Governors shall prescribe the 
general subjects of instruction, the relative prominence and value to be assigned to each 
group of subjects, the arrangements respecting the School terms, vacations, and holidays, 
the payments of day scholars, and the number and pajrments of boarders. They shall 
take general supervision of the sanitary condition of the School buildings and arrange- 
ments. They shall determine what number of Assistant Masters shall be employed. 
They shall every year assign the amount which they think proper to be contributed- out 
of the income ofthe Foundation for the purpose of maintaining Assistant Masters, and pro- 
viding and maintaining a proper School plant or apparatus, and otherwise furthering the 
current objects and the efficiency of the School. 

22. Before making any regulations under the last foregoing clause, the Governors Governors to oon- 
shall consult the Head Master in such a manner as to give nim full opportunity for the sider views acd mo- 
expression of his views. The Head Master mav also from time to time submit proposals J^ten ^ 

to the Governors for makin^or altering regulations concerning any matter within the 
province of the Governors. The Governors shall fully consider any such expression of 
views or proposals, and shall decide upon them. 

23. Subject to the rules prescribed by or under the authority of this Scheme, the Head Jarisdictionof Head 
Master shall have under his control the choice of books, the method of teaching, the Master over school 
arrangement of classes and School hours, and generally the whole internal organisation, a^raJ^^^ot. 
management, and discipline of the Schools, including the power of expelling boys from the 

School or suspending them from attendance thereat for any adequate cause to be judged 
of by him ; provided that, upon expelling or suspending any boy he shall forthwith 
report the fact to the Governors. In arranging the School hours in the morning the 
Head Master shall have regard to the convenience of scholars residing within the 
distance of 10 miles by the ordinary roads and ways from the old parish Church of the 
town of Tonbridge. The practice tov the scholars to attend Divine Service in the parish 
Church once on Sundays shall continue as heretofore, subject, nevertheless, to the pro- 
visions for exemption herein contained, and except so far as the Governors may, by any 
regulations to be made by them from time to time, otherwise direct. Subject to the 
approval of the Governors, the Head Master shall have control over the services in the 
School Chapel in respect of times and forms of service, and shall from time to time decide 
by whom such services shall be conducted. 

24. The Head Master shall have the sole power of appointing and of dismissing all Appointoient, dis- 
Assistant Masters, and shall determine, subject to the approval of the Governors, in what onsaal^ and payment 
proportions the sum assigned by the Governors for the maintenance of Assistant Masters, o' Assistant Masters, 
and for the other current objects of the School, shall be divided among the various 
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persons and objects for which it is assigDed in the aggregate. And the Governors shall 
pay the same accordingly, either through the hands of the Head Master or directly as 
they think best. 

25- In case any of the Asaistant Masters incurs substantial expense or liability with 
the sanction of the Governors, or proves to their satisfaction that before the date of this 
Scheme he has incurred substantial expense or liability for the advantage of the School, 
in setting up a boarding house, the Governors may cause the fact to be recorded, and in 
that case such Master shall not be dismiseable except with the consent of the Governors. 

26. The Head Master shall receive a fixed yearly stipend of 250 Z. He shall also be 
entitled to receive a further or capitation payment calculated on such a scale, uniform or 
graduated, as may be determined and fixed from time to time by the Governors, at the 
rate of not less than 3Z. nor more than 6/. a year for each boy attending the School 
durintr each School term. The amount of this further or capitation. payment shall be 
ascertained and paid to the Head Master by the Governors, together with the proper 
proportion of his fixed stipend, at such convenient intervals or times as the Governors 
may think fit. 

27. The Governors may license the house of any Master for the reception of boarders 
or provide for their reception in a hostel or hostels conducted under the management of 
the Goven»ors. The appointment, of any Master to take charge of any such house or 
hostel, and the revocation of such an appointment shall be made by the Head Master, 
subject to the approval of the Governors. The Head Master shall, with the approval of 
the Governors, make regulations for the conduct of such boarders. 

28. All boys, including boarders, except as hereinafter provided, shall pay such 
entrance and tuition fees as the Governors shall fix from time to time, provided that no 
such entrance fee shall exceed the sum of 5 /., and no such tuition fee shall be 
fixed at the rate of less than 15 /. or more than 30 L a year for any scholar other 
than those of whom the parents, or persons occupving the place of parents, are 
bondjide residents within the distance of 10 miles, by the ordinary roads and ways, from 
the old parish Church of the town of Tonbridge. For scholars of whom the parents or 
persons occupying the place of parents are bo?id^de residents as aforesaid, a reduction of 
one-third from such tuition fees payable by other scholars shall be made. No difference, 
save as aforesaid, in respect of entrance or tuition fees shall be made between any 
scholars on account of place of birth or residence or of their being or not being boarders. 
The payments tQ be required from boarders, exclusive of the tuition fees, shall not exceed 
the annual rate of 55 L in a hostel, or 70 /. in a Master's house, for any boy, except with 

• the sanction of the Charity Commissioners, given upon an application made to them for 

the purpose by the Governors. No extra or additional payment of any kind shall be 
allowed without the express sanction of the Governors and the written consent of 
the parent, or person occupying the place of parent, of the scholar concerned. 

^9. All payments for entrance and tuition fees shall be made in advance to the Head 
Master, or to such other person as the Governors shall from time to time appoint for the 
purpose, and shall be accounted for by the person receiving them to the Governors, and 
treated by them as part of the general income of the Foundation. 

Ages for the School. 30. No boy shall be admitted into the School under the age of 10 years. No boy 
shall remain in the School after the age of 19 years, or if he attains that age during a 
School term then after the end of such term, except with the permission of the Governors, 
which in special cases may be given upon the recommendation of the Head Master: 
provided that no boy shall be entitled in virtue of such special permission to compete for 
any Scholarship or Exhibition for which he would not have been otherwise entitled to 
compete. 

31. The Head Master shall, with the approval of the Governors, make regulations for 
the withdrawal of boys from the School m cases where, from idleness or incapacity to 
profit by the studies of the School, they are materially below the standard of position 
and attainment proper for their age. 

32. Subject to the provisions established by or under the authority of this Scheme, the 
School and all its advantages shall be open to all boys of good character and sutiScient 
health who are residing with their parents, guardians, or near relations within degrees to 
be determined* by the Governors, or in some boarding house established under the 
sanction of the Governors. No boy not so residing or boarding shall be admitted to the 
School without the approval of the Head Master and sanction ot the Governors. 

33. Applications for admission to the School shall be made to the Head Master, or to 
some other person appointed by the Governors, according to a form to be approved of by 
them, and delivered to all applicants. 

34. 1 he Head Master or some other person appointed by the Governors shall keep a 
register of applications for admission, showing the place of residence of the parent, 
guardian, or person having the custody of the candidate, the date of every application, 
and of the admission, withdrawal, or rejection of the candidate, and the cause of any 
rejection, and the age of each candidate for admission: Provided that every person 
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requiring an application to be registered ehall pay such fee as the Governors may fix, not 
exceeding 5 s. for each candidate. 

35. Every candidate for admission shall be examined by or under the direction of the Entrance exa ' 
Head Master, who shall appoint convenient times for that purpose, and give reasonable tion. * mum- 
notice to the parents or next friends of the boy to be so examined. No boy shall be 

admitted to the School, except after undergoin^r such examination and being found fit for 
admission. Those who are so found fit shall, if there is room for them, be admitted in 
order according to the dates of their application. 

36. The examination for admission shall be graduated according to the age of the can- 
didate, and shall be regulated in other particulars from time to time by or under the 
direction of the Governors, but it shall never for any boy fall below the following 
standard ; that is to say, — 

Reading ; 

Writing from dictation ; 

Sums in the fii'st four simple rules of arithmetic ; 

Outlines of the Geo^aphy of England ; 

Elements of Latin Grammar. 

37. The parent or guardian of, or person liable to maintain or having the actual custody gpedal exemptions 
of, any scholar attending the School as a day scholar mjiy claim, by notice in writing from religioiis in- 
addressed to the Head Master, the exemption of such scholar from attending prayer or struction and wor- 
religious worship, or from any lesson or series of lessons on a religious subject, and such ^hip* 

scholar shall be exempted accordingly, and a scholar shall not, by reason of any exemp- 
tion from attending prayer or religious worship, or from any lesson or series of lessons on 
a religious subject, be deprived ot any advant^e or emolument in the School or out of 
the endowments of the Foundation to which he would otherwise have been entitled. If 
any teacher in the course of other lessons at which any such scholar is in accordance with 
the ordinary rules of the school present, teaches systematically and persistently any parti- 
cular religious doctrine, from the teaching of which any exemption has been claimed, as 
in this clause before provided, the Governors shall, on complaint made in writing to them 
by the parent, guardian, or person liable to maintain or having the actual custody of such 
scholar, hear the complainant, and inquire into the circumstances, and if the complaint is 
judged to be reasonable, make all proper provisions for remedying the matter com- 
plained of. 

38. Subject to the foregoing provision, religious instruction shall be given in the Instruction. 
School in accordance with the doctrines of the Church of England. The subjects of 

secular instruction in the School shall include, in addition to the usual English 
subjects, — 

The Greek and Latin Languages and Literatures ; 

Mathematics ; 

Natural Science; 

The French and German Languages ; 
together with Political Economy, Drawing, and Vocal Music. 

Subject to the above provisions, the course of instruction shall proceed according to the 
classification and arrangements made by the Head Master. 

39. There shall be once in every year an examination of the scholars by two Examiners, Annual examina- 
of whom one shall be appointed for that purpose by the Warden and Fellows of All tion. 

Souls' College in the University of Oxford, or, if they decline to appoint, by the Gover- 
nors, and the other shall be appointed by the Governors. The Examiners shall be paid 
by the Governors at such rate as may from time to time be fixed by the Charity Com- 
missioners, but shall be otherwise unconnected with the School. The time of examination 
shall be fixed by the Governors after consulting with the Head Master. The Examiners 
shall make a report in writing to the Governors on the proficiency of the scholars and on 
the condition of the School, as regards instruction and discipline, as shown by the result 
of the examination. The Governors shall communicate the report to the Head Master : 
Provided, nevertheless, that in any year any scholars who may with the consent of the 
Governors be examined or about to be examined by or under the authority of the Oxford 
and Cambridge School Examinations Board may be exempted for that year from any 
other examination under this clause. 

40. The Head Master shall make a report in writing to the Governors annually at Head Master's 
such times as they shall direct on the general condition and progress of the School, and annual report, 
on any special occurrence during the year. He may also mention the names of any boys 

who, in his judgment, are worthy of reward or distinction, having regard both to pro- 
ficiency and conduct. 

41. The Governors shall apply an annual sum, not exceeding 100 Z., in providing prizes Prizes, 
to be awarded to meritorious scholars for proticiency and good conduct, under sucn regu- 
lations as shall be prescribed by the Governors from time to time. 

42. By way of Scholarships tenable at the School, the Governors shall grant exemp- Foundation Scholar, 
tions, total or partial, from the payment of tuition fees for such periods, and, subject to ships. 

the provisions of this Scheme, on such conditions as they think fit. Such Scholarships 
shall be called Foundation Scholarships, and the holders thereof shall be called Founda- 
tion Scholars. The Foundation Scholarships shall be awarded in favour of candidates 
for admission to the School, on the result of the examination for admission, «uid in favour

of boys already attending the School^ a{)on the i^eports of the Examiners made on the 
result of the annual examination, or in either case on the result of a special examination. 
Every such Scholarship shall be granted for two years only, but tne holder shall be 
re-eligible, if upon re-examination he shall be found and reported to have maintained a 
satisfactory standard of acquirement. No such Scholarship shall be granted so as to 
extend the number to more than 10 per cent, of the number of boys in the school. 

43. From and afler the expiration of three years from the date of this Scheme, the 
Governors shall apply a vearly sum of 200 Z, in establishing and maintaining Scholarships 
tenable at the School, by boys who at the date of the award are being and have for not 
less than two years been educated at the Skinners' Company's Middle School to be esta- 
blished and administered under a Scheme framed by the Cnarity Commissioners. Such 
Scholarships shall be called the Skinners' Scholarships, and the holders thereof shall be 
called Skinners' Scholars. Every such Scholarship shall be tenable for three years, and 
shall be of such yearly value, being not less than 10 /. nor more than 30 /. a year, as the 
Governors shall from time to time prescribe, 

44. In addition to the Scholarships mentioned in the last two foregoing clauses, the 
Governors shall establish and maintain four Scholarships tenable at the School, and to 
be awarded to boys under 15 years of affe who at the date of the award are already 
attending or about to attend the School, and each entitling the holder to a payment or 
allowance of 40 /. a year for four years, but liable to be determined by order of the 
Governors if at the expiration of two years from the date of the award the holder shall 
fail to pass an examination to be held for the purpose of testing his qualifications by or 
under the direction of the Head Master, or otherwise as herein provided. One such 
Scholarship shall be awarded in every year. Such Scholarships shall be called the Judd 
Scholarships, and the holders thereof shall' be called Judd Scholars. 

45. A Skinners' Scholarship shall not be held together with a Judd Scholarship by 
the same boy, but a Foundation Scholarship may be held together with a Judd Scholar- 
ship, or together with a Skinners' Scholarship, by the same boy. 

46. No Scholarship tenable at the School shall be awarded for which there shall be no 
candidate who on examination shall be adjudged worthy to take it. And no such Scholar- 
ship shall be awarded to any boy already attending the School unless the Head Master 
shall report that he is deserving of it by reason of his character and general good conduct 
and attention to his studies. 

47. The Governors shall apply a yearly sum of 1,200 Z. in establishing and maintaining 
Exhil)itions tenable at any tjniversity, or other place of higher education selected or 
approved by them, and to be awarded to boys who are being and have for not less than 
tnree years been educated at the School. Every such Exhibition shall be tenable for 
four years. They shall be of such yearly value respectively, being not less than 50 /. 
and not more than 100 /. a year, as the Governors shall from time to time prescribe. Four 
of such Exhibitions shall be open to competition in each year. But no Exhibition shall 
be awarded for which there shall be no candidate who on examination shall be adjudged 
worthy to take it. In case of equal merit of two or more candidates for any Exhibition 
a preference shall be given to the candidate, if any, of whom the parents or persons occu- 
pying the place of parents are honafide residents within the distance of 10 miles^ by the 
ordinary roads and ways, from the old parish Church of the town of Tonbridge. 

48. Every Scholarship and Exhibition established under tliis Scheme shall be given as 
the reward of merit, and shall, except so far as any restriction as aforesaid extends, be 
freely and openly competed for, regard being had in the examination of candidates to the 
principal subjects of instruction in the School, and shall be tenable only for the purposes 
of education. If the holder shall, in the judgment of the Governors, be guilty of serious 
misconduct or idleness, or fail to maintain a reasonable standard of proficiency, or wilfully 
cease to pursue his education, the Governors may at once determine the Scholarship or 
Exhibition, and for this purpose, in the case of an Exhibition held away from the School, 
may act on the report of the proper authorities of the University or place of education at 
which the Exhibition is held, or on such other evidence as the Governors think suflScient. 
For the purposes of this clause the decision of the Governors shall be final in every case. 

49. Any money remaining undisposed of in consequence of the non-award, lapse, or 
forfeiture of any Scholarship or Exhibition, shall be treated as unapplied surplus of the 
general income of the Foundation in manner hereinafter prescribed. 

Application op Income. 

50. As soon as the state of the funds of the Foundation will admit, the Qt)vemors shall 
cause the sum of 3,333 Z. 6 5. 8 d. Government Stock to be purchased and transferred into 
the name of the Official Trustees of Charitable Funds, and shall place the sS^nie in their 
books to a separate account, entitled " Repairs and Improvements Fund." The income 
of such Fund shall be paid to the Governors, and applied by them in ordinary repairs or 
improvements of the school buildings and premises, and if not wanted for that purpose 
shall be accumulated for the like purpose in any future year or years. Until the Kepairs 
and Improvements Fund is provided, the Governors shall treat the sum of 100 I: a year 
as apphcable to the same purposes as the income of the Repairs and Improvements 
Fund. 

61. After 
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51. After defraying the expenses of management, and making provision for any ordi- Other expeaees. 
nary repairs or improvements which the income of the Repairs and Improvements Fund, 

or the yearly sum payable in lieu thereof, may be insufficient to answer, and, subject to 
the pension to be paid as hereinafter directed to the Rev. James Ind Welldon, the 
Grovernors shall employ the income of the Foundation in making the several payments 
hereinbefore directed or authorised for the purposes of the School, and the Scholarships 
and Exhibitions in connection therewith, and in making provision for the maintenance 
of Divine Service, according to the rites of the Church of England, in the Chapel 
attached or belonging to the School. 

52. The Governors may, if they think fit, and the income at their disposal suffice for Head Master's 
the purpose, agree with the Head Master for the formation of a fund in the nature of a Superannuttion 
Pension or Superannuation Fund, the main principles of such agreement being that the ^^°^* 

Head Master and the Governors respectively shall contribute annually for a period of 20 
years such sums as may be agreed upon ; that these contributions shall accumulate at 
compound interest; that in case the Head Master serves his office for 20 years, he shall 
on his retirement be entitled to the whole accumulated fund ; that in case he retires 
earlier on account of permanent disability from illness he shall also be entitled to the 
whole of the same fund; that in all other cases he shall, on his ceasing to be Head 
Master, be entitled to the amount produced by his own contributions. In the case of the 
Rev. T. B. Rowe, the present Head Master, such agreement may be made to take effect 
as if it had been made at the date of his appointment to the office of Head Af aster. If 
any question shall arise upon the construction or working of the provisions of this clause, 
the same shall be referred by the Governors to the Charity Commissioners, whose deci- 
sion thereon shall be final and conclusive. 

53. The residue of the income of the Foundation may be employed in improving the Eeaidiie. 
accommodation or convenience of the School buildings or premises, or generally in extending 

or otherwise promoting the objects and efficiency of the School. Whatever shall not be Unapplied surplus, 
so employed shall, on passing the yearly accounts, be treated as Unapplied Surplus, and 
shall be deposited in a bank for the account of the Governors, to the mtent that the same, 
80 soon as it shall amount to a suitable sum, shall be invested from time to time in the 
name of the Official Trustees of Charitable Funds in trust for the Foundation, in aug- 
mentation of its general endowment. 



General. 

54. The Governors may receive any additional donations or endowments for the general 
pur[>oses of the Foundation. They may also receive donations or endowments for any 
special objects connected with the School of the Foundation, which shall not be incon- 
sistent with or calculated to impede the due working of the provisions of this Scheme. 
Any question arising upon this last point shall be referred to tne Charity Commissioners 
for decision. 

55. Within the limits prescribed by this Scheme, the Governors shall have full power 
from time to time to make regulations for the conduct of their business and for the 
management of the Foundation, and such regulations shall be binding on all persons 
affected thereby. 

56. Any question affecting the regularity or the validity or operation of any proceed- 
ing or decision of the Governors unaer this Scheme shall be determined conclusively by 
the Charity Commissioners on such application made to them for the purpose as they may 
think sufficient. 

57. If any doubt or question arises among the Governors as to the proper construction 
or application of any of the provisions of this Scheme, the Governors shall apply to the 
Charity Commissioners for their opinion and advice thereon, which opinion and advice 
when given shall be binding on the Governors and all persons claiming under the Foun- 
dation who shall be affected by the question so decided. 

58. From the date of this Scheme all jurisdiction of the Ordinary relating to or arising 
from the licensing of any Master in the School shall be abolished. 

59. From the date of this Scheme all rights and powers reserved to, belonging to, 
claimed by, or capable of being exercised by. Her Majesty, as Visitor of this Foundation, 
and vested in Her on the 2nd day of August 1869, shall be exercised only through and 
by the Charity Commissioners for England and Wales. 

60. The Charity Commissioners may from time to lime, in the exercise of their 
ordinary jurisdiction, frame Schemes for the modification or alteration of any portion of 
this Scheme, provided that such Schemes be not inconsistent with anything contained in 
the Endowed Schools Acts, 1869, 1873, and 1874. 

61. From and after the date of this Scheme the Foundation shall for every purpose be 
administered and governed wholly and exclusively in accordance with the provisions of 
this Scheme, notwithstanding any former or other Scheme, Act of Parliament, Charter or 
Letters Patent, statute, or instrument relating to the subject matter of this Scheme. In 
lieu of the retiring pension or allowance for the Rev. James Ind Welldon, secured 
to him by an Order of the Charity Commissioners, dated the 30th October 1874, the 
Governors shall pay to him, out of the income of the Foundation, a pension of 500 /. a 
year so long as he shall live.

62. The Governors shall cause this Scheme to be printed, and a copy to be given to 
every Governor, Master, and Assistant Master upon their respective appointments, and 
copies shall be sold at a reasonable price to all persons applying for the same. 

63. The date of this Scheme shall be the day on which Her Majesty by Order in 
Council declares Her approbation of this Scheme, or of the said Scheme framed by the 
Charity Commissioners for the administration of the Skinners' Company's Middle School, 
whichever day shall last happen.

COPY of Scheme for the Management of the Foundation known as 
the Skinners* Company's Charities, at Ton bridge, in the County 
of Kent. 



SKINNERS' COMPANY'S CHARITIES, AT TONBRIDGE. 



In the Matter of the Foundation known as Thomas Hunt's Charity, originally 
established by the Will of Thomas Hunt, Citizen and Skinner of London, dated the 
Ist July 1557 ; and ^ 

In the Matter of the Foundation known as LAWRfeNCE Atwell's Charity, originally 
established by the Will of Lawrence At well. Citizen and Skinner of London, 
dated the 6th November 1588 ; and 

In the Matter of the Endowments of the said Foundations respectively ; and 

In the Matter of the Master and Wardens of the Guild or Fraternity of the Body of 
Christ, of the Skinners of London, commonly called the Skinners' Company, and 
of an Educational Endowment made by them ; and 

In the Matter of the Endowed Schools Acts, 1869, 1873, and 1874. 



Scheme for the Administration of the above-mentioned Foundations and 

Endowments. 

Whereas by an order of the High Court of Chancery, dated the 1st August 1822, 
and made in the matter of the above-named Thomas Hunt's Charity, it was ordered 
among other things that a sum of 400 /• per annum should be from time to time retained 
by the above-named Master and Wardens (hereinafter called the Company) out of the 
rents of the said Charity until the same should amount to the sum of 4,000 Z., and that 
such sum of 4,000 Z. and the intermediate sums imtil the same should amount to that 
sum should form a fund to be advanced in loans to freemen of the Company as therein- 
after mentioned, and that the interest payable on such loans should be taken and retained 
by the Company to their own use and benefit, and that when the said annual sums of 
400 Z. should have amounted to the sum of 4,000 Z. as aforesaid, so as to enable the Com- 
pany to make the loans therein mentioned, then the whole residue of the rents and profits 
of the said Charity, after paying and defraying all costs, charges and expenses, incident to 
and attending the trusts, should thenceforth be wholly bestowed and given towards the 
relief of decayed freemen of the Companv and their widows, as was therein provided. 

And whereas in pursuance of the said order of the Ist August 1822, yearly sums of 
400 Z. were retained by the Company out of the rents of Thomas Hunt's Charity until 
the same amounted to the sum of 4,000 Z., which said sum has been since reduced to the 
sum of 3,1 10 Z. in consequence of losses of loans not repaid, and the said sum of 3,1 10 Z. is 
now standing in the books of the Company to the creait of the said Charity as a fund to 
be advanced in loans to freemen of the Company and applied in accordance with the said 
order. 

And whereas the Company are desirous that the said sum of 3,110 I. and the interest 
thereof may be made applicable for the advancement of education in manner hereinafter 
appearing. 

And whereas by an order of the High Court of Chancefy, dated the 26th November 
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should be lent out by the Company in loans to young men of good character without 
interest in manner therein mentioned, and that members of the Company when they 
should be proper objects should have the preference. 

And whereas the Company are desirous that a sum of 6,890 /., part oi the property of 
Lawrence Atwell's Charity now standing in the books of the Company, to the credit of 
the said Charity, to be applied in accordance with the said order of the 26th November 
1828, may be mad€ applicable for the advancement of education in manner hereinafter 
appearing. 

And whereas the Company with a view to the further advancement of education have 
transferred out of their corporate funds a sum of Government Stock into the names of 
trustees upon certain trusts for securing payment immediately after the date of this 
Scheme of a sum of 10,000/. sterling to the Official Trustees of Charitable Funds, to be 
held by them upon trust for the purposes of this Scheme. 

And wheieas by letters patent of King Edward the Sixth, made in the seventh year of 
his reign, it was ordained among other things that the Company should be Governors of 
the possessions, revenues, and goods of the Free Grammar School of Sir Andrew Judd, 
knight, in the town of Tonbridge, in the county of Kent, and for that purpose should be 
incorporated under the name oi *^ The Governors of the possessions, revenues, and goods 
of the Free Grammar School of Sir Andrew Judd^ knight." 

And whereas by a scheme for the administration of the said Free Grammar School of 
Sir Andrew Judd, knight, framed by the Charity Commissioners for England and 
Wales under the above-named Acts, and intended to bear even date herewith, it is 
provided among other things that the said Free Grammar School shall be administered 
by the Master, Wardens, and Court of Assistants ibr the time being of the Company, in 
accordance with the provisions of the said Scheme. 

And whereas it is deemed expedient by the Charity Commissioners and by the Com- 
pany, that the said Master, Wardens, and Court of Assistants shall henceforth be 
(Governors, as well of the Endowments comprised in this Scheme and of the Foundation 
hereby constituted, as of the said Free Grammar School. 

Now it is hereby declared by the Charity Commissioners, with the consent of the 
Company, being the Governing body, that it is desirable to apply for the advancement 
of education tne said sum of 3,110/. now standing in the books of the Company 
to the credit of Thomas Hunt's Charity as aforesaid, and the said sum of 6,890/. 
now standing in the books of the Company to the credit of Lawrence Atwell's Charity 
as aforesaid. 

And the said several sums of 3,110 /. and 6,890 /. and the interest thereon respectively, 
and the said sum of 10,000 /. to be paid to the Official Trustees of Charitable Funds in trust 
as aforesaid and the interest thereon, shall henceforth be administered as one Foundation 
in accordance with the provisions of this Scheme by the said Master, Wardeifs, and Court 
of Assistants, hereinafter called the Governors, acting on behalf of the above-named guild 
or fraternity, under the name of " The Skinners'* Company's Middle School," hereinafter 
called the Foundation.

Genekal Administbation. 

1. Beligious opinions, or attendance or non-attendance at any particular form of 
religious worship, shall not in any way affect the qualification of any person for being a 
Governor under this Scheme. 

2. A minute book and proper books of account for the Ft)undation shall be provided 
by the Governors, and kept in some convenient and secure place of deposit, to be provided 
or appointed by them for that purpose, and minutes of all proceedings of the Governors 
in respect of the Foundation shall be entered in such minute book. 

3. The Governors shall cause full accounts to be kept of the receipts and expenditure 
in Respect of the Foundation ; and such accounts shall be stated for each year, and 
shall be signed by the Master or one of the Wardens of the Company within two calendar 
months after the day to which they are made up. As soon as practicable after the 
accounts are so signed, they shall be audited in conformity with regulations to be made or 
approved from time to time by the Charity Commissioners. 

4. The Governors shall cause sufficient abstracts of the accounts to be published annually 
for general information. Such abstracts shall be in the form given in the Schedule hereto, 
unless some other form is prescribed by the Charity Commissioners, in* which case the 
form so prescribed shall be followed. 

5. The Governors may from time to time make such arrangements as they may find 
most fitting for the custody of all deeds and other documents belonging to the Foundation, 
for deposit of money, for the drawing of cheques, and also for the appointment of a clerk 
or of any necessary agents or other proper officers for their assistance in the conduct of 
the business of the ]^ oundation, at such reasonable salaries or scale of remuneration as 
shall be approved by the Charity Commissioners, but no Governor acting as such clerk or 
officer shtdi be entitled to any salary or remuneration.

7. The Governors shall take all requisite measures for bringing: the provisions of this Provisions to bo 
Scheme into active operation as soon as practicable, and they shall have power to make brought into 

all suitable and proper arrangements for that purpose. ^ operation as soon i 

The School and its Management. 

8. A school for boys, to be called the Skinners' Company's Middle School, shall 1>6 School of the 
established under this Scheme, and shall be maintained in or near the parish of Tonbridge, Foundation, 
in suitable buildings to be provided for the purpose by the Governors. 

9. As soon as conveniently may be the Governors, by acquiring or erecting buildings School site and 
upon some convenient site in or near the parish of Tonbridge, shall provide proper school buildings, 
buildings suitable for not less than 200 day scholars, and planned with a view tc^ con- 
venient extension, and may ^pply for the purpose a sufficient sum to be provided or raised 

out of the capital endowment or property of the Foundation by. sale or otherwise, but for 
all the purposes of this clause they shall act subject to the consent and approval of the 
Charity Commissioners. 

10. No person shall be disqualified for being a master in the school by reason only of Masters not to be 
his not being or not intending to be in Holy Orders. required to be in 

Holy Orders.. 

11. There shall be a head master of the school. He shall be a graduate of some HeadnuMter. 
university in the United Kingdom: The first head master shall be appointed by the Appointment. 
Governors at a meeting to be called for the purpose so soon as, in the judgment of th^ 
Governors, sufficient progress has been made in providing school buildings as herein- 
before directed* Every other head master shall be appointed by the Governors at some 

meeting to be called for that purpose, as soon as conveniently may be after the occurrence 
of a vacancy, or after notice of an intended vacancy. In order to obtain the best can- 
didates, the Governors shall, for a sufficient time before making any appointment, give 
public notice of the intended appointment, and invite applicants lor the office by advertise- 
ments in newspapers, and by such other methods as tney may judge best calculated to 
secure the object. 

12. The Governors may dismiss the head master without assigning cause, after six Dismissal, 
calendar months written notice, given to him in pursuance of a resolution passed at two 
consecutive meetings held at an interval of at least 14 days, and convened for the purpose 

of considering the question, such resolution being affirmed at each meeting by not less 
than two-thirds of the Governors present. 

13. The Gt>%'emor8 for what in their opinion is urgent cause may, by resolution passed 
at a special meeting convened for the purpose of considering the question, and at which 
not less than two-thirds of tha whole number of the Master, Wardens, and Court of 
Assistants of the Company who may have attended any meeting of the Gx)vemor8 during 
the 12 months last preceding such special meeting shall be present, declare that the head 
master ought to be dismissed from his office without the aforesaid notice, and in that 
case they may appoint another special meeting to be held not less than a week after the 
former one, and may then by a similar resolution, passed in like manner, absolutely and 
finally dismiss him. And if the Governors assembled at the first of such meetings think 
fit at once to suspend the bead master from his office until the next meeting, they may 
do so by resolution pasaed in like manner. Full notice and opportunity of defence at 
both meetings shall be given to the head naaater. 

14. Every head master, previously to entering into office, shall be required to sign Declaration to be 
a declaration, to be entered in the minute book of the Governors, to the following signed by head 
effect:— ™*«^'- 

*' I, , declare that I will always to the best of my ability discharge 

'* the duties of head master of the Skinners' Company's Middle School during my tenure 
" of the office, and that if I am removed by the Governors, I will acquiesce in such 
** removal, and will thereupon relinquish all claim to the mastership and its future 
** emoluments, and will deliver up to the Governors, or as they direct, possession of all 
" the property of the school then in my possession or occupation." 

15. The head master shall dwell in any residence that may be assigned ibr him by the Head master's 
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16. The head maater shall give his personal attention to the duties of the school, and 
during his tenure of office he shall not hold any benefice having the care of souls, or 
undertake any office or employment which, in the opinion of the Governors, may interfere 
with the proper performance of his duties as head master. 

17. Neither the head master nor any assistant master shall receive or demand from 
any boy in the school, or from any person whomsoever on behalf of any such boy, any 
gratuity, fee, or payment, except sucn as are prescribed or authorised by this Scheme. 

18. Within the limits fixed by this Scheme, the Governors shall prescribe the general 
subjects of instruction, the relative prominence and value to be assigned to each group 
of subjects, the arrangements respecting the school terms, vacations, and holidays, the 
payments of day scholars, and the number and payments of boarders. They shall take 
general supervision of the sanitary condition of the school buildings and arrangements. 
They shall determine what number of assistant masters shall be employed. They shall 
every year assign the amount which they think proper to be contributed out of the 
income of the Foundation for the purpose of maintaining assistant masters and providing 
and maintaining a proper school jplant or apparatus, and otherwise furthering the current 
objects of the efficiency of the school. 

19. Before making any regulations under the last foregoing clause, the Governors 
shall consult the head master (if there is one) in such a manner as to give him full 
opportunity for the expression of his views. The head master may also Irom time to 
time submit proposals to the Governors for making or altering regulations concerning 
any matter within the province of the Governors. The Governors shall fully consider 
any such expression of views or proposals, and shall decide upon them. 

20. Subject to the rules prescribed by or under the authority of this Scheme, the head 
master shall have under his control the choice of books, the method of teaching, the 
arrangement of classes and school hours, and generally the whole internal organization, 
management, and discipline of the school, including the power of expelling boys from 
the school or suspending them from attendance wereat for any adequate cause to be 
judged of by him : Provided that, upon expelling or suspending any boy he shall forth- 
with report the fact to the Governors. 

21. The head master shall have the sole power of appointing and dismissing all 
assistant masters, and shall determine, subject to the approval of the Governors, in what 
proportions the sum assigned by the Governors for the maintenance of assistant masters, 
and for the other current objects of the school, shall be divided among the various 
persons and objects for which it is assigned in the aggregate. And the Governors shall 
pay the same accordingly, either through the hands of the head master or directiy, as they 
think best. 

22. The head master shall receive a fixed yearly stipend of 100/. He shall also be 
entitled to receive a further or capitation payment calculated on such a scale, uniform or 
graduated, as may be fixed from time to time by the Governors, at the rate of not less 
than 2 2. nor more than 5/. a year for each boy attending the school. The amount of 
this further or capitation payment shall be ascertained and paid to the head master by 
the Governors, together with the proper proportion of h\p fixed stipend, at such convenient 
intervals or times as the Governor may think fit. 

23. The Governors may provide for the reception of boarders either in the house of 
any master, or in a hostel or hostels conducted under the management of the Governors, 
or, if they think fit, in both of those ways. The head master snail, with the approval of 
the Governors, make regulations for the conduct of such boarders. 

24. All boys, including boarders, except as hereinafter provided, shall pay tuition fees 
to be fixed from time to time by the Governors at the rate of not less than 8 /. nor more 
than 12 /. a year for any boy. No difference in respect of these fees shall be made 
between any scholars on account of place of birth or residence or of their being or not 
being boarders. The payments .to he required from boarders, exclusive of the tuition 
fees, shall not exceed the annual rate of 40 /. in a hostel, or 45 /. in a master's house, for 
any boy. No extra or additional payment of any kind shall be allowed without the 
sanction of the Governors and the written consent of the parent, or person occupying the 
place of parent, of the scholar concerned* 

25. All payments for tuition fees shall be made in advance to the head master, or to 
such other person as the Governors shall from time to time determine, and shall be 
accounted for by the person receiving them to the Governors, and treated by them as 
part of the general income of the Foundation. 

26. No boy shall be admitted into the school under the age of eight years. No boy 
shall remain in the school after the age of 1 7 years, or if he attains that age during a 
school term then after the end of such term, except with the permission of the Governors, 
which in special cases may be given upon the recommendation of the head master ; pro- 
vided that no boy shall be entitied in virtue of such special permission to compete for 
any scholarship or exhibition for which he would not nave been otherwise entitled to 
compete. 

27. Subject 
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27. Subject to the provisions established by or under the authority of this Scheme, the To whom school 
school and all its advantages shall be open to all boys of good character and sufficient 1* ^V^^ 
health who are residing with their parents, guardians, or near relations within degrees to 

be determined by the Governors, or in some boarding house conducted under regulations 
made by the Gt)vemors. No boy not so residing shall be admitted to the school without 
the special permission of the Governors. 

28. Applications for admission to the school shall be made to the head master, or to Applications for 
some other person appointed bv the Governors, according to a form to be approved of by aomissioD. 
them, and delivered to all applicants. 

29. The head master or some other person appointed by the Governors shall keep a Register of 
register of applications for admission, showing the date of every application, and of the applications, 
admission, withdrawal, or rejection of the candidate, and the cause of any rejection, and 

the age of each candidate. 

30. Every candidate for admission shall be examined by or under the direction of the Entrance 
head master, who shall appoint convenient times for that purpose, and ffive reasonable e3^^naJn*tion. 
notice to the parents or next friends of the boy to be so examined. No boy ehnil be 
admitted to the school except after undergoing such examination and being found fit for 
admission. Those who are so found fit shall, if there is room for them, be admitted in 

order according to the dates of their application. If there is not room for all the can* 
didates, sons of freemen of the Company shall be preferred. 

31. The examination for admission shall be graduated according to the age of the boy, 
and shall be regulated in other particulars from time to time by or under the direction of 
the Governors, but it shall never for any boy fall below the following standard, that is to 
say: —

Sums in the first four simple rules of arithmetic, with the multiplication table. 

32. The parent or guardian of, or person liable to maintain or having the actual Special exemptions 
custody of, any scholar attending the school as a day scholar may claim, oy notice in t^^ religioiis 
writing addressed to the head master, the exemption of such scholar from attending prayer ^^^fi*^'^ "* 

or religious worship, or from any lesson or series of lessons on a religious subject, and 
such scholar shall be exempted accordingly, and a scholar shall not, by reason of any 
exemption from attending prayer or religious worship, or from any lesson or series of 
lessons on a religious subject, be deprived of any advantage or emolument in the school or 
out of the endowments of the Foundation to which he would otherwise have been 
entitled. And if the parent or guardian of, or person liable to maintain or having the 
actual custody of any scholar, who is about to attend the school, and who but for this 
clause could only be admitted as a boarder, desires the exemption of such scholar from 
attending prayer or religious worship, or from any lesson or series of lessons on a 
religious subject, but the persons in charge of the boarding houses of the school are not 
willing to allow such exemption, then it shall be the duty of the Governors to make 
proper provisions for enabling the scholar to attend the school and have such exemption 
as a day scholar without beinc deprived of any advantage or emolument to which he 
would otherwise have been entitled. If any teacher in the course of other lessons at which 
any scholar exempted under this clause is in accordance with the ordinary rules of the 
school present, shall teach systematically and persistently any particular religious doctrine, 
from the teaching of which any exemption has been claimed, as in this clause before 
provided, the Governors shall, on complaint made in writing to them by the parent, 
guardian, or person liable to maintain or having the actual custody of such scholar, hear 
the complainant, and inquire into the circumstances, and if the complaint is judged to be 
reasonable, make all proper provisions for remedying the matter complained of. 

33. Subject to the foregoing provision, religious instruction in accordance with the Instniction. 
principles of the Christian Faith shall be given in the school under such regulations as shall 

be made from time to time by the Governors. No alteration in any such regulation shall 
take effect until the expiration of not less than one year after notice of the making of the 
alteration shall have been given by the Governors, in such manner as they shall think best 
calculated to bring the matter within the knowledge of persons interested in the school. 
Instruction shall also be given in the school in the following subjects : — 

Reading, writing, and arithmetic* 

Geography and history. 

Engtish grammar, composition, and literature. 

Mathematics. 

Bookkeeping and mensuration. 

Latin. 

At least one foreign European language. 

Natural science. 

Drawing, and vocal music. 

Subject to the above provisions, the course of instruction shall proceed according to 
the classification and arrangements made by the head master.

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34. There shall be once in every year au examination of the Bcholars by an examiner 
or examiners appointed for that purpose by the Governors, and paid by theoiy 
but otherwise unconnected with the school. The day of examination shall be fixed by 
the Governors after consulting with the head master. The examiner or examiners shall 
report to the Governors on the proficiency of the scholars and on the condition of the 
school^ as regards instruction and discipline, as shown by the result of the examinatioB. 
The Governors shall communicate the report to the head master. 

35. The head master shall make a report in writing to the Governors annually at sock 
time as they shall direct on the general condition and progress of the school, and on any 
special occurrences during the year. He may also mention the names of any boys who, 
in his judgement, are wortny of reward or distinction^ having regard both to proficiency 
and conduct, 

36. The Governors may award prizes of books, or other suitable rewards or nuurks rf 
distinction, to any boys mentioned as worthy of reward or distinction by the head master 
or by the examiner. 

37. Scholarships shall be maintained in the school in the form of exemptions, totid or 
partial, from the payment of tuition fees, and shall be granted for such periods and, subject 
to the provisions of this Scheme, on such conditions as the Governors think fit. Boys to 
whom such scholarships shall be granted shall be called Foundation Scholars. These 
scholarships may be awarded in favour of candidates for admiseion to the school, on Ae 
result of the examination for admission, and ia favour of boys already attending the 
school, upon the reports of the examiners made on the result of the annual examination, 
but no such scholarship shall be granted to any such last-mentioned boy unless the head 
master shall report that he is deserving of it by reason of his character and good conduct. 
No scholarship under this clause shall oe granted so as to extend the number to more than 
10 per cent, of the boys actually attending the school. 

38. Subject to such reasonable regulations, not inconsistent with the provisions of this 
Scheme, as the Governors may from time to time prescribe, the Governors shall apply 
a yearly sum of not less than 100/. in establishing and maintaining exhibitions, to be 
called Hunt and Atwell Exhibitions, and to be tenable at any place of hi^er education 
approved by the Governors, and to be awarded to boys who are being, and have for not 
less than two years been educated at the school. Provided that no such exhibition shall 
be awarded for which there shall be no candidate so qualified as aforesaid, who on exam- 
ination shall be adjudged worthy to take it. Any money left undisposed of for want of 
fit candidates for an exhibition, or in consequence of an exhibition being determined before 
its expiration in the ordinary course, shall be applied in the manner hereinafter directed 
concerning unapplied surplus of the income of the Foundation. 

39. Every scholarship and exhibition established imder this Scheme shall be given as 
the reward of merit, and shall be freely and openly competed for, and shall be tenable 
only for the purposes of education. If the holder shall, in the judgment of the Governors, 
be guilty of serious misconduct or idleness, or fail to maintain a reasonable standard 
of proficiency, or wilfully cease to pursue his education, the Governors may at once 
determine the scholarship or exhibition, and for this purpose, in the case of an exhibition 
held away from the school, may act on the report of the proper authorities of the 
school or place of education at which the exhibition is held, or on such other evidence 
as the Governors think sufficient. For the purposes of this clause the decision of the 
Governors shall be final in every case. 
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40. As soon as the state of the funds oi the Foundation will admit the Governors shall 
transfer the sum of 1,000 /. Government stock into the name of the Official Trustees of 
Charitable Fund^, and shall place the same in their books to a separate account, entitled 
'* Bepairs and Improvements Fund." The income of such fund shall be paid to the 
Governors, and applied by them in ordinary repairs, or improvements of property used 
for the purposes of the school, and if not wanted for that purpose shall be accumulated 
for the like purpose in any future year or years. Until the Repairs and Improvements 
Fund is provided, the Governors shall treat the sum of 30 /. a year as applicable to the 
same purposes as the income of the Bepairs and Improvements Fund. 

41. The income of the Foundation, after payment of the expenses of management of 
property and business, and of any ordinary repairs or improvements which the income 
of the Kepairs and Improvements Fund or the yearly sum payable in lieu thereof may 
be insufficient to answer, and any other necessary or proper outgoings, and providing for 
the exhibitions to be awarded under this Scheme, shall be applied by the Governors in 
paying the head master, and in making the several payments hereinbefore directed or 
authorised for the purposes of the school. 

42. The Governors may, if they think fit, and the income at their disposal suffice for 
the purpose, agree with the head master of the school for the formation of a fund in the 

nature 
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nature of a pension or superannuation fund^ the main principles of such agreement being 
that tihe head master and the Governors respectively shall contribute annually for a 
period of 20 years such sums as may be agreed upon ; that these contributions shall 
accumulate at compound interest ; that in case the head master serves his office for 20 
years he shall on his retirement be entitled to the whole accumulated fund ; that in case 
he retires earlier on account of permanent disability from illness, he shall also be entitled 
to the whole of the same fund ; that in all other cases he shall, on his ceasing to be 
master, be entitled to the amount produced by his own contributions. If any question 
shall arise upon the construction or working of this provision, the same shall be referred 
by the Governors to the Charity Commissioners, whose decision thereon shall be final 
and conclusive. 

43. The residue of the income of the Foundation, it any, may be applied for the Residue, 
purposes of the school in improving the accommodation or convenience of the school 
buildings or premises, or generally in extending or otherwise promoting the objects and 
efficiency of the school. Whatever shall not be so applied shall, on passing the yearly 
accounts, be treated as unapplied surplus, and shall be deposited in a bank for the 
account of the Governors, to the intent that the same, so soon as it shall amount to a 
suitable sum, shall be invested in the name of the Official Trustees of Charitable Funds 
in trust for the Foundation in augmentation of its general endowment.

44. The Governors may receive any additional donations or endowments for the general Farther 
purposes of the Foundation. They may also receive donations or endowments for any endowments, 
special -objects connected with the Foundation, which shall be not inconsistent with or 
calculated to impede the due working of the provisions of this Scheme. Any ques- 
tion arising upon this last point shall be referred to the Charity Commissioners for 
decision. 

45. Within the limits prescribed by this Scheme the Governors shall have full power Qeneral power of 
from time to time to make regulations for the conduct of their business, and for the Oovemors to make 
management of the Foundation, and such regulations shall be binding on all persons regulations, 
affected thereby. 

46. Any question affecting the regularity or the validity of any proceeding under this Question of 
Scheme shall be determined conclusively by the Charity Commissioners upon such appli- proceedings under 
cation made to them for the purpose as they think sufficient. Scheme. 

47. If any doubt or question arises among the Governors as to the proper Construction of 
construction or application of any of the provisions of this Scheme, the Governors Scheme, 
shall apply to the Charity Commissioners for their opinion and advice thereon, which 

opinion and advice when given shall be binding on the Governors and all persons claiming 
under the Foundation who shall be affected by the question so decided. 

48. From the date of this Scheme all jurisdiction of the Ordinary relating to or arising Jnrisdiction of 
from the licensing of any master in the school shall be abolished. Ordinary abolished. 

49. The Charity Commissioners may from time to time, in the exercise of their Charity Commis- 
ordinary jurisdiction, frame Schemes for the alteration of any portions of this Scheme, ^ners to make new 
provided that such Schemes be not inconsistent with anything contained in the Endowed °®*^®°*®®- 
Schools Acts, 1869, 1873, and 1874. 

50. From and after the date of this Scheme the Foundation shall, for every purpose* Foundation to be 
be administered and governed wholly and exclusively in accordance with the provisions governed exclusively 
of this Scheme, notwithstanding any former or other Scheme, Act of Parliament, Charter ^ *^ Scheme. 

or Letters Patent, statute, or instrument relating to the subject-matter of this Scheme. 

61. The Governors shall cause this Scheme to be printed, and a copy to be given to Scheme to be 
every Governor, master, and assistant master upon their respective appointments, and P^'^^d and sold, 
copies may be sold at a reasonable price to all persons applying for the same.

KIRKHAM. 



In the Matter of the Foundation known as the Free Grammar School, at Kirkham, 
in the parish of Kirkham, in the county of Lancaster ; and of certain other 
Foundations and Endowments ; and 

In the Matter of the Endowed Schools Act, 1869, and Amending Acts. 



Scheme for the Administration of the Foundations and Endowments above- 
mentioned or referred to. 

1. These Foundations and Endowments shall henceforth be administered as one Future administra- 
Foundation in accordance with the provisions of this Scheme by the Governing Body tion of Foundation, 
hereinafter constituted, under the name of the Kirkham Grammar School, hereinafter 

called the Foundation. 

2. The Foundations and Endowments dealt with by this Scheme are : — Subject matter of 

Scheme. 
(1.) The above-named Free Grammar School ; 

(2.) The Foundation known as Barker's Charity, applicable for the purposes of 
the said School and for apprenticing certain poor children of the town of Kirkham ;

and their appointment shall take effect from the date of this Scheme. 

The future Cooptative Governors shall be competent persons duly qualified to discharge 
the duties of the office, and shall be appointed in every case by the general body of 
Governors at a special meeting, by a resolution to be forthwith notified by them, with all 
proper information to the Charity Commissioners, at their office in London ; but no such 
appointment shall be valid until it has been approved by the said Commissioners, and 
their approval certified under their official seal. Jttie said first, and all future, Cooptative 
Govemot^ shall be appointed to office for the term of seven years, and, as to all future 
such Governors, the term of appointment shall be reckoned from the date of the 
approval 

8. Any Governor who, during his term of office, shall become bankrupt or incapaci- 
tated to act, or express in writing his wish to resign, or omit for the space of two con- 
secutive years to attend any meeting, shall thereupon forthwith vacate the office of 
Governor; and the Governors shall cause an entry to be made in their minute book of 
every vacancy occasioned by any of the said causes, or by the death or the expiration 
of the term of office of any Governor ; and as soon as conveniently may be after the 
occurrence of any vacancy a new Governor shall be appointed by the body entitled as 
aforesaid to make such appointment, but so that except at first as hereinbefore provided 
the number of Cooptative Governors shall never be more than four. Any Governor 
may be re-appointei Notice of the occurrence of every vacancy of the office of Repre- 
sentative Governor shall be given, as soon as conveniently may be, by or under the 
direction of the Governors to the proper electing body or the clerk, if any, or other 
acting officer of such body. 

9. Religious opinions, or attendance or non-attendance at any partixjular form of 
religious worship, shall not in any way affect the qualification of any person for being a 
Governor under this Scheme. 

10. Every Gt)vernor shall, at or before the first naeeting which he attends upon his first 
or any subsequent entry into office, sign a memorandum declaring his acceptance of the 
office of Governor, and his willingness to act in the trusts of this Scheme, And until 
he has signed such a memorandum he shall not be entitled to discharge the functions 
of a Governor. 

11. The Governors shall hold meetings in some convenient place in Kirkham, or else- 
where, as often as may be found necessary or desirable, and at least twice in each year, 
on and at convenient days and times to be appointed by themselves, and to be notified 
to each Governor by the clerk, if any, or by some other person acting under the direction 
of the Governors, at least seven days previously to every meeting. 

12. A preliminary meeting for the arrangement of the conduct of the business shall be 
held upon the summons of nie Go\remor whose name then stands first on the list of the 
Cooptative Governors upon some 'day to be fixed by him, being within one calendar

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month afier the time at which, un^r the proyimns herein contained, the administration 
of the Foundation shall haye passed to the Governors in place of the present Governing 
Body. 

13. The Governors shall, at the said preliminary meeting, and afterwards at their first Chairman, 
meeting in each year, elect one of their number to be Chairman of their meetings for the 
current year, and they shall also make regulations for supplying his place in case of his 
death, resignation, or absence during his term of oflSce. The Chairman shall always be 
re- eligible. 

14. A quorum shall be constituted when five Governors are present at a meeting. 
All matters and questions, except as herein provided, shall be determined by the majority 
of the Governors present at a duly constituted meeting ; and in case of equality of votes 
the Chairman shall have a second or casting vote: Whenever the decision on any matter 
or question so determined is carried by the votes of less than a majority of the number of 
Governors for the time being, any two Governors may, within fifteen days from the day 
of the decision, require by a notice, addressed to the Chairman of the meeting, that the 
decision shall be once reconsidered at a special meeting, to be held not later than one 
calendar month next after such decision. 

15. The Chairman or any two Governors may at any time summon a special meet- Special meetings, 
ing for any cause that seems to him or them sufficient. All special meetings shall 

be convened by or under the direction of the person or persons summoning the meeting 
by notice in writing delivered or sent by post to each Governor, specifying the object 
of the meeting. And it shall bet the duty of the clerk, if any, to give such notice 
when required by the Chairman or by any Governors having a right to summon such 
meeting. 

16. If a sufficient number of Governors to form a quorum are not present at any meet- Adjoommeat of 
ing, or if the business at any meeting is not fully completed, those present may adjourn meetings.

18. The Governors shall cause full accounts to be kept of the receipts and expenditure Accounts, 
in respect of the Foundation ; and such accounts shall be stated for each year, aiid 
examined and passed annually by the Governors at the first meeting in the ensuing year, 

unless some other meeting shall be appointed for the purpose with the approval of the 
Charity Commissioners. Every such accoimt shall be signed by the Governors present 
at the meeting at which it shall be passed. 

The Governors shall cause sufficient abstracts of the accounts to be published annually 
for general information. Such abstracts shall be in the form given in the Schedule 
hereto, unless some other form is prescribed by the Charity Commissioners, in which 
case the forms so prescribed shall be followed. 

19. The Governors may from time to time make such arrangements as they may find Business arrange- 
most fitting for the custody of all deeds and other documents belonging to the foundation, n^®"*^. 

for deposit of money, for the drawing of cheques, and also for the appointment of a clerk 
or of any necessary agents or other proper officers for their assistance in the conduct of 
the business of the Foundation, at such reasonable salaries or scale of remuneration as 
shall be approved by the Charity Commissioners, but no Governor acting as such clerk or 
officer shall be entitled to any salary or remuneration. 



Vesting property. 



20. From and after the date of this Scheme all lands and hereditaments, not being 
copyhold, belonging to the Foundation, and all terms, estates, and interests therein, shall 
be vested in the Official Trustee of Charity Lands and his successors in trust for the 
Foundation ; and all stock in the public funds and other securities belonging to the 
Foundation, and not hereby requirea or directed to be otherwise applied or disposed of, 
shall be transferred to the Official Trustees of Charitable Funds in trust for the 
Foundation. 

21. All the estates and property of the Foundation not required to be retained or Management and 
occupied for the purposes thereof, shall be let or otherwise managed by the Governors or letting of estates, 
by their officers acting under their orders, according to the general law applicable to the 
management of property by Trustees of Charitable Foundations. 

22. Any money arising from the sale of timber or from any mines or minerals on the Timber and mine- 
estates of the Foundation shall be treated as capital, and shall be invested in the name of ^^' 

the Official Trustees of Charitable Funds, under the direction of the Charity Commis- 
sioners, except in any special cases in which the Governors may be authorised by such 
C(»nmissioner8 to deal otherwise with such money or any part thereof.

23. So soon as the full number of Governors shall have been completed according to 
the provisions of this Scheme, or upon the expiration of the first three calendar months 
after the date of this Scheme, if the full number of Governors shall not then have been 
completed, the administration of the Foundation shall pass to the said Governors in 
place of the present Governing Body, and such Governing Body shall thereupon, so far 
as relates to the subject matter of this Scheme, become ipso facto removed and discharged 
from their office, and shall cause all deeds, minute and account books, and other papers 
and documents belonging or relating to the Foundation, and all cash balances and per- 
soKui effects belonging thereto, and not herein required to be transferred to the Official 
Trustees of Charitable Funds, to be delivered or transferred unto the said Governors or 
as they shall direct. In the meantime the Foundation shall continue to be administered 
and managed so far as may be necessary by the present Governing Body, as nearly as 
may be in conformity with the provisions of this Scheme. The aforesaid time of three 
calendar months may be extended, if necessary, by an order of the Charity Commis- 
sioners, made upon the application of any one or more of the present Govening Body, 
or of the Governors, if any.

25. So far as may be practicable and convenient, the School may be carried on as here- 
fofore until the end of any School term current at the date of this Scheme, or until 
such other time as may, with the approval of the Charity Commissioners, be fixed by 
the body for the time being having the administration of the Foundation under this 
Scheme. 

26. The present head master of the School, shalf, at or before the time so allowed 
under the last foregoing clause, declare to the Governors, in writing, whether or not he 
is willing to take and hold the office of Head Master of the School under this Scheme, 
and if he shall declare himself to be so willing he shall retain the office without further 
appointment, subject in all respects to the provisions of this Scheme ; but if he shall fail 
to make such declaration within the time so allowed as aforesaid, or shall declare that he 
is not so willing, the Governors may remove him from the said office. 

Mr. Robert Charlton and Mr. Benjamin Stuttart, now holding office as second master 
and third master respectively, shall, without further appointment, retain office as 
assistant masters of the School under this Scheme. Each of them may be removed by 
the Governors for a cause for which he might have been removed if this Scheme had not 
been made, but neither of them shall be subject to dismissal by the head master. The 
salary of the said Robert Charlton, as assistant master, shall be not less than 120 /. 
yearly. The salary of the said Benjamin Stuttart as assistant master shall be not leas 
than 80 /. yearly. 

27. The Governors shall take all requisite measures for bringing the provisions of this 
Scheme into active operation for the regulation of the School as soon as practicable, 
and they shall have power to make all suitable and proper arrangements for that 
purpose. 

28. Any payment, exemption from payment, or other benefit to which any boy, who 
was on the Slst day of May 1879, being the date of the publication of this Scheme, on 
the Foundation, is legally entitled thereunder, shall be continued to him.

29. The School of the Foundation shall be a Day and Boarding School for boys, and 
shall be maintained in or near the township of Kirkham in the present school buildings, 
or in any other suitable buildings hereafter to be provided for the purpose by me 
Governors. 

30. No person shall be disqualified for being a master in the School by reason only of 
his not being, or not intending to be, in Holy Orders. 

31. There shall be a head master of the School. He shall be a graduate of some 
University in the United Kingdom. Every future head master shall be appointed by 
the Governors at some meeting to be called for that purpose, as soon as conveniently may 
be after the occurrence of a vancancy, or after notice ot an intended vacancy. In order 
to obtain the best candidates, the Governors shall, for a sufficient time before making any 
appointment, give public notice of the vacancy, and invite applicants lor the office, by 
advertisements in newspapers, or by such other methods as they may judge best calculated 
to secure the object. 

32. The Governors may dismiss the head master without assigning cause, after six 
calendar months' written notice, given to him in pursuance of a resolution passed at two 
consecutive meetings held at an mterval of r t least 14 days, and convened for that pur- 

S>8e, such resolution being affirmed at each meeting by not less than two-thirds of the 
ovemors present 

The 
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The Governors for what, in their opinion, is urgent cause, may by resolution passed at 
a special meeting convened for that purpose, and affirmed by not less than two-thirds of 
the whole number of Governors for the time being, declare that the head master ought to 
be dismissed from his office, without the aforesaid notice, and in that case they may 
appoint another special meeting to be held not less than a week after the former one, and 
may then by a similar resolution, affirmed by as large a proportion of Governors, 
absolutely and finally dismiss him. And if the Governors assembled at the first of such 
meetings think fit at once to suspend the head master from his office until the next meet- 
ing, they may do so by resolution affirmed by as lar^e a proportion of Governors. Full 
notice and opportunity of defence at both meetings shall be given to the head master. 

33. Every future head master, previously to entering into office, shall be required to Declaration to be 
sign a declaration, to be entered in the Minute book of the Governors, to the following signed by head 
effect :~ ^ '^'^^' 

" I, . , declare that I will'always to the best of my ability discharge the 

*' duties of head master of the Kirkham Grammar School during my tenure of the office, 
" and that if I am removed by the Governors, I will acquiesce in such removal, and will 
" thereupon relinquish all claim to the mastecship and its future emoluments, and will 
" deliver .up to the Governors, or as they direct, possession of all the property of the 
" School then in my possession or occupation." 

34. The head master shall dwell in the residence assigned for him. He shall have the Head master's 
occupation and use of such residence, and of any other property of the School of which official residence, 
he becomes the occupant as such head master, in respect of his official character and 

duties, and not as tenant, and shall, if removed from his office, deliver up possession of 
such residence and other property to the Governors, or as they direct. He shall not, 
except with the permission of the Governors, permit any person not being a member 
of bis family to occupy such residence oy any part thereof. 

35. The head master shall give his personal attention to the duties of the School, and Head master not to 
during his tenure of office he shall not hold any benefice having the cure of souls, or ^^^'^ other employ- 
undertake any office or employment which, in the opinion of the Governors, may inter- ™®^** 

fere with the proper performance of his duties as head master. 



36. No head master or assistant master of the School shall be a Governor.

37. No head master or assistant master shall receive or demand from any boy in the Masters not to 
School, or from any person whomsoever on behalf of any such boy, any gratuity, fee, or r^^ceive other than 
payment, except such as are prescribed^ or authorised by this Scheme. authorised fees. 

38. Within the limits fixed by this Scheme, the Governors shall prescribe the general Jurisdiction of Go- 
subjects of instruction, the relative prominence and value to be assigned to each group of v^'^^ors over school 
subjects, the arrangements respecting the school terms, vacations, and holidays, the pay- ^"'^"'fi^^'^^^ts. 
ments of day scholars, and the number and payments of boarders. They shall take 

general supervision of the sanitary condition of the school buildings and arrangements. 
They shall determine what number of assistant masters shall be employed. They shall 
every year assign the amount which they think proper to be contributed out of the 
income of the Foundation for the purpose of maintaining assistant masters and providing 
and maintaining a proper school plant or apparatus, and otherwise furthering the current 
objects and the efficiency of the School. 

39. Before making any regulations under the last foregoing clause, the Governors shall Governors to consi- 
consult the head master in such a manner as to give-him full opportunity for the expres- <ler views and pro- 
sion of his views. The head master may also from time to time submit proposals to the master? ^ ^ 
Governors for making or altering regulations concerning any matter within the province 

of the Governors. The Governors shall fully consider any such expression of views or 
proposals, and shall decide upon them. 

40. Subject to the rules prescribed by or under the authority of this Scheme, the head Jurbdiction of 
master shall have under his control the choice of books, the method of teaching, the l^^ad master over 
arrangement of classes and school hours, and generally the whole internal organisation, ^^^^ arrange- 
management, and discipline of the School, including the power of expelling boys from 

the School or suspending them from attendance thereat for any adequate cause, to be 
judged of by him ; but upon expelling or suspending any boy he shall forthwith report 
the case to the Governors. 

41. The head master shall have the sole power of appointing and may at pleasure dis- Assistant masters, 
miss all assistant masters, and shall determine, subject to the approval of the Governors, 

in what proportions the sum assigned by the Governors for the maintenance of assistant 

masters, or the other current objects of the School, shall be divided among the various Payments for school 

persons and objects for which it is assigned in the aggregate. And the Governors shall objects. 

pay the same accordingly, either through the hands of the head master or directly as they 

think best. 

42. The head master shall receive a fixed yearly stipend of 150 /. He shall also be Income of head 
entitled to receive a further or capitation payment, calculated on such a scale, uniform or master. 
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graduated, us may be fixed from time to thiie bj the Grovemora, at the rate of not less 
than 2 L nor more than 5 /. a year for each boy attending the School. The amount of 
this further or capitation payment shall be ascertained and paid to the head. master by the 
Governors, together with the proper proportion of hia fixed stipend^ at such convenient 
intervals or times as the Governors may think fit. 

43. The Governors may make such regulations and arrangements as they may think 
right for the reception of boarders either in the house of any master, or in a hostel or 
hostels conducted under the management of the Governors, or, if they think fit, in both 
of those ways. 

44. All boys, including boarders, except as hereinafter provided, shall pay tuition fees, 
to be fixed from time to time by the Governors, at the rate of not less than 4 /. nor more 
than 8 /. a year for any boy residing in any of the said townships and places in the parish 
of Kirkham other than as aforesaid, and of not less than 6/. nor more than 12/. a year for 
any other boy. The payments to be required from boarders, exclusive of the tuition fees, 
shall not exceed ihe annual rate of 40/. in a hostel, or 50/. in a master^s house, for any 
boy. No extra or additional payment of any kind shall be allowed without the sanction 
of the Governors and the written consent of the parent, or person occupying the place of 
parent, of the scholar concerned. 

All payments for tuition fees shall be made in advance to the head master, or to such 
other person as the Governors shall from time to time determine, and shall be accounted 
for by the person receiving them to the Governors, and treated by them as part of the 
general income of the Foundation. 

45. No boy shall be admitted into the School under the age of eight years. No boy 
shall remain in the School after the age of seventeen years, or if he attains that age 
during a school term, then after the end of such term^ except with the permission of the 
Governors, which in special cases may be given upon the recommendation of the Head 
Master. 

46. Subject to the provisions established by or under the authority of this Scheme, the 
School and all its advantages shall be open to all boys of goo'd character and sufficient 
health, who are residing with their parents, guardians, or near relations within degrees 
to be determined by the Governors, or in some boarding house conducted under regulations 
made by the Governors. No boy not so residing shall be admitted to the School without 
the special permission of the Governors. 

47. Applications for admission to the School shall be made to the head master, or to 
some other person appointed by the Governors, according to a form to be approved of by 
them, and delivered to all applicants. ^ 

48. The head master or some other person appointed by the Governors shall keep a 
register of applications for admission, showing the date of every application and of the 
adbmission, withdrawal, or rejection of the applicant, and the cause of any rejection, and 
the age of each applicant. 

49. Every applicant for admission shall be examined by or under the direction of the 
head master, who shall appoint convenient times for that purpose, and give reasonable 
notice to the parents or next friends of the boy to be so examined. No boy shall be 
admitted to the School except after undergoing such examination and being found fit for 
admission. Those who are so found fit shall, if there is room for them, be admitted in 
order according to the dates of their application, but if there is not room for all, pre- 
ference shall be given to such of them as are residing in any of the said townships or 
places in the parish of Kirkham other than as aforesaid. 

The examination for admission shall be graduated according to the age of the boy, and 
shall be regulated in other particulars from time to time by or under the direction of the 
Governors, but it shall never, for any boy, fall below the following standard ; that is to 
say,— 

Beading ; 

Writing from dictation ; . ^ 

Sums in the first four simple rules of Arithmetic, with the Multiplication Table ; 

Outlines of the Geography of England. 

50. The parent or guardian of, or person liable to maintain or having the actual 
custody of, any scholar attending the School as a day scholar may claim, by notice in 
writing addressed to the head master, the exemption of such scholar from attending prayer 
or religious worship, or from any lesson or series of lessons on a religious sulyect, and 
such scholar shall be exempted accordingly, and a scholar shall not, by reason oi any ex- 
emption from attending prayer or religious worship, or from any lessotis or series of lessons 
on a rejiffious subject, be deprived of any advantage or emolument in the School to which 
he woula otherwise have been entitled. 

If the parent or guardian of, or person liable to maintain or having the actual custody 
of, any scholar who is about to attend the School, and who but for this clause could only 
be admitted as a boarder, desires the exemption of such scholar from attending prayer or 
religious worship, or from any lesson or series of lessons on a religious subject, but the 
person in charge of the boarding-houses of the School are not willing to allow such 

exemption^ 
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exemption, then it shall be the duty of the Governors to make proper provisions for 
ei^abling the scholar to attend the School, and have such exemption as a day scholar, 
without being deprived of any advantage or emolument to which he would otherwise 
have been entitled. 

If any teacher in the course of other lessons at which any scholar exen)pted under this 
clause is in accordance with the ordinary rules of the School present, shall teach system- 
atically and persistently any particular religious doctrine, from the teaching of which any 
exemption has been claimed, as in this clause before provided, the Governors shall, on 
complaint made in writing to them by the parent, guardian, or person liable to maintain 
or having the actual custody of such scholar, hear tne complainant and inquire into the 
circumstances, and, if the complaint is judged to be reasonable, make all proper provisions 
for remedying the matter complained of. 

51. Subject to the foregoing provision, religious instruction in accordance with the Instruction, 
doctrines of the Church of England shall be given in the School under such regulations 

as shall be made from time to time by the Governors. No alteration in any such 
regulations shall take effect until the expiration of not less than one year after notice 
of the making of the alteration shall hnve been given b^ the Governors in such manner as 
they shall think best calculated to bring the matter within the knowledge of the persons 
in the School. Instruction shall also be given in the School in the following subjects : — 

Reading, Writing, and Arithmetic ; 

Geography and History ; 

English Grammar, Composition, and Literature ; 

Mathematics ; 

Latin ; 

French and German ; 

Natural Science ; 

Drawing, Drill, and Vocal Music. 

Greek may be taught at an additional fee of not less than 3 /. a year for each boy. Sub- 
ject to the above provisions, the course of instruction shall proceed according to the 
classification and arrangements made by the head master. 

52. There shall be, once in every year, an examination of the scholars by an Examiner Annual examina- 
or Examiners appointed for that purpose by the Governors, and paid by them, but other- **0O' 

wise unconnected with the School. The day of examination shall be fixed by the 
Governors after consulting with the head master. The Examiner or Examiners shall 
report to the Governors on the proficiency of the scholars and on the condition of the 
School, as regards instruction and discipline, as shown by the result of the examination. 
The Governors shall communicate the report to the head master. 

53. The head master shall make a report in writing to the Governors annually at such Head master's 
time as they shall direct, on the general condition and progress of the School, and on any annual report, 
special occurrences during the year. He may also mention the nunes of any boys who, 

in his judgment, are worwiy of reward or distinction, having regard both to proficiency 
and conduct 

64. The Governors may award prizes of books or other suitable rewards as marks of Prizes, 
distinction to any boys mentioned as worthy of reward or distinction by the head master 
or by the Examiner. 

55. The Governors shall apply the sum of not less than 60 /. yearly in maintaining in Foundation Scho- 
the School Scholarships, to be called Foundation Scholarships, each of the yearly value larehips for boys 
of not less than 6/. nor more than 10/. These Scholarships shall be competed for by gc^^JJ^ls®™®"^**^ 
boys who are being and have for at least three years been educated at any of the Public 
Elementary Sohools in any of the said townships and places in the parish of Kirkham 

other than as aforesaid, and. the Governors shall make such arrangements relative to the 
elections to these Scholarships as seem to them best adapted to secure the double object 
of attracting good scholars to the School of this Foundation, and advancing education at 
the said Public Elementary Schools. No Scholarship under this clause shall be granted 
for which there shall be no candidate so qualified as aforesaid who on examination shall 
be adjudged worthy to take it. 

56. The Governors may apply a yearly sum of not more than 100 Z. in maintaining in Other Scholarships, 
the School other Scholarships of such number, tenure, and value as they may think fit. 

These Scholarships shall be awarded in favour of boys already attending the School upon 
the report of the Examiner or Examiners made on the result of the annual esfamination, 
but no such Scholarship shall be awarded to any boy unless the head master shall report 
that he is deserving of it by reason of his character and good conduct 
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Conditions as to 58. Every Scholarship and Exhibition established under this Scheme as aforesidd shall 

Scholarships and be given as the reward of merit, and shall, except as herein provided, be freely and openly 
Exhibitions. competed for, and shall be tenable only for the purposes of education. If the holder 

shall, in the judgment of the Governors, be guilty of serious misconduct or idleness, or 
fail to maintain a reasonable standard of proficiency, or wilfully cease to pursue his educa- 
tion, the Governors may at once determine the Scholarship or Exhibition, and for this 
purpose, in the case of an Exhibition held away from the School, may act on the report 
of the proper authorities of the School or place of education at which the Exhibition is 
held, or on such other evidence as the Governors think sufficient. For the purposes of 
this clause the decision of the Governors shall be final in every case.

59. The yearly sum of 200 /. shall be applied in providing for the higher education of 
girls either by means of a School for ^irls to be established at Kirkham, under a Scheme 
to be made under the Endowed Schools Act, 1869, and Amending Acts, or by means of 
Exhibitions tenable at any place of higher education to be awarded and held under regu- 
lations not inconsistent with anything contained in those Acts, to be made by the 
Governors, and to be approved by the Charity Commissioners. The establishment of

60. As soon as the state of the funds of the Foundation will admit, the Governors shall 
transfer the sum of 1000/. Government Stock into the name of the Official Trustees of 
Charitable Funds, and shall place the same in their books to a separate account, entitled 
'* Repairs and Improvements Fund." The income of such Fund shall be paid to the 
Governors, and applied by them in ordinary repairs or improvements /)f property used 
for the purposes of the School, and if not wanted for that purpose shall be accumulated 
for the like purpose in any future year or years. Until the Eepairs and Improvements 
Fund is provided, the Governors shall treat the sum of 30/. a year as applicable to the 
same purposes as the income of the Repairs and Improvements Fund. 

61. The Governors may, if they think fit, and the income at their disposal suffice for 
the purpose, agree with the head master for the formation of a fund in the nature of a 
Pension or Superannuation Fund, the main principles of such agreement being that the 
head master and the Governors respectively shall contribute annually for a period of 20 
years such sums as may be fixed on ; that these contributions shall accumulate at com- 
pound interest ; that in case the head master serves his office for 20 years he shall, on 
his retirement, be entitled to the whole accumulated fund ; that in case he retires earlier 
on account of permanent disability from illness he shall also be entitled to the whole of 
the same Fund ; that in all other cases he shall, on his ceasing to be master, be entitled to 
the amount produced by his own contributions. If any question shall arise upon the 
construction or working of this provision, the same shall be referred by the Governors to 
the Charity Commissioners, whose decision thereon shall be final and conclusive. 

62. Subject to the payment of the expenses of management of property and business, 
and of any necessary or proper outgoings, any income of the Foundation not applied 
imder the foregoing provisions, and not needed as a balance to meet current expenses, 
may be applied in improving the accommodation or convenience of the school buildings or 
premises, or generally in extending or otherwise promoting the objects and efficiency of 
the School, and so far as not so applied shall, on passing the yearly accounts, be invested 
in the name of the Official Trustees of Charitable Funds in trust for the Foundation in 
augmentation of its general endowment.

WEAVERHAM GRAMMAR SCHOOL. 



In the Matter of the Foundation known as the Grammar School, in the Parish of 
Weaverham, in the County of Chester, with the Endowments thereof, including 
those under the several Gifts of William Barker by certain Indentures in the Year 
1G61, of William Barker by his Will, and of Egbert Warburton, or derived 
from such Gifts respectively ; and in the Matter of the Endowed Schools Acts, 
1869, 1873, and 1874. 



Scheme for the Administration of the above-mentioned Foundation and 

Endowments. 



1. TiiE above-mentioned Foundation and Endowments shall henceforth be administered Fature ndministra- 
as one Foundation, in accordance with the provisions of this Scheme, by the Governing tion of Foundation. 
Body hereinafter constituted, under the name of Weaverham Grammar School, herein- 
after called the Foundation. 

2. The Governing Body of the Foundation, hereinafter called the Governors, shall. Governing Body, 
when completely formed and full, consist of eight persons, of whom six shall be called 
Representative Governors and two shall be called Co-optative Governors. 

3. The Representative Governors shall be competent persons duly qualified to discharge Representative 
the duties of the oflfice, and shall be appointed by the following electing bodies respec- Governors, 
lively, in the following proportions ; that is to say, — 

Two by the Justices of the Peace for the county of Chester acting in and for the 
Petty Sessional Division of Eddisbury Hundred ;; 

Two by the persons for the time being the Trustees of the Charities for the benefit 
of the Vicar of Weaverham and the poor of the town and lordship of Weaverham, 
known as the Poor Land Charity ; and 

Two by the Vestry of the township of Weaverham. 

Each such appointment shall be made, as often as there may be occasion, by the body 
entitled to appoint, at a meeting thereof which shall be convened, held, and conducted as 
nearly as may be in conformity with the ordinary rules or practice of such body, or fail- 
ing such rules or practice, then in conformity with regulations to be made or approved by 
the Charity Commissioners for England and Wales. Every Representative Governor 
shall be appointed to office for the term of five years, reckoned from the date of the 
appointment. The first Representative Governors shall be appointed as soon as con- 
veniently may be after the date of this Scheme. The Chairman or other presiding officer 
of each meeting at which the appointment of any Representative Governors or Governor 
shall be made, shall forthwith cause the names or name of the persons or person so 
appointed to be notified, in the case of the first such appointment, to the Co-optative 
Governor whose name then stands first on the list of Co-optative Governors, and in the 
case of every subsequent appointment, to the Chairman of the Governors or their clerk, 
if any, or other acting officer. Any appointment of a Representative Governor not made 
as aforesaid within six calendar months from the date of this Scheme, or of the notice 
hereinafter prescribed of the occurrence of a vacancy, as the case may be, shall for that 
turn be made by the then existing Governors. 

The proper expenses, if any, attending the appointment of every Representative 
Governor, unless otherwise provided for, shall, on the particulars thereof being submitted 
to and allowed by the Charity Commissioners, be paid by the Governors out oi the income 
of the Foundation.

4. The first Co-optative Governors shall be appointed by the Charity Commissione 
as soon as conveniently may be after the date of this Scheme. 

The future Go-optative Governors shall be competent persons duly qualified to discharge 
the duties of the office, and shall be appointed in every case by the general body of 
Governors at a special meeting, by a resolution to be forthwith notified by them, with all 
proper information, to the Charity Commissioners, at their office in London ; but no 
such appointment shall be valid until it has been approved by the said Commissioners, 
and their approval certified under their official seaL The said first, and all future, 
Co-optative Governors shall be appointed to office for the term of seven years, and as to 
all future such Governors the term of appointment shall be reckoned from the date of the 
approval.

Governor may be re- appointed. Notice of the occurrence of every vacancy of the office 
of Kepresentative Governor shall be given, as soon as conveniently may be, by or under 
the direction of the Governors to the proper electing body or the clerk, if any, or other 
acting officer of such body. 

6. Keligious opinions, or attendance or non-attendance at any particular form of 
religious worship, shall not in any way affect the qualification of any person for being a 
Governor under this Scheme. 

7. Every Governor shall, at or before the first meeting which he attends upon his first 
or any subsequent entry into office, sign a memorandum declaring his acceptance of the 
office of Governor, and his willingness to act in the trusts of thia Scheme,

8. The Governors shall hold meetings in some convenient place in Weaverham, or 
elsewhere, as often as may be found necessary or desirable, and at least twice in each year, 
on and at convenient davs and times to be appointed by themselves, and to be notified to 
each Governor by the clerk, if any, or by some other person acting under the direction of 
the Governors, at least seven days previously to every meeting. 

9. A preliminary meeting for the arrangement of the conduct of the business shall be 
held upon the summons of the Co-optative Governor whose name then stands first on the 
list of Co-optative Governors, upon some day to be fixed by him being within one calendar 
month after the time at which, under the provisions herein contained, tne administration of 
the Foundation shall pass to the Governors in place of the present Governing Body. 

10. The Governors shall, at the said preliminary meeting, and afterwards at their first 
meeting in each year, elect one of their number to be chairman of their meetings for the 
current year, and they shall also make regulations for supplying his place in case of his 
death, resignation, or absence during his term of office. The Chairman shall always be 
re-eligible. 

11. A quorum shall be constituted when three Governors are present at a meeting. 
All matters and questions, except as herein provided, shall be determined by the majority 
of the Governors present at a duly constituted meeting ; and in case of equality of votes 
the chairman shall have a second or casting vote. Whenever the decision on any matter 
or question so determined is carried by the votes of less than a majority of the number 
of Grovemors for the time being, any two Governors may, within fifteen davs from the 
day of the decision, require by a notice addressed to the chairman of the meetmg that the 
decision shall be once reconsidered at a special meeting, to be held not later than one 
calendar month next after such decision. 

12. The chairman or any two Governors may at any time summon a special meetinff 
for any cause that seems to him or them sufficient.

dation ; and all stock in the public funds and other securities belonging to the Founda- 
tion, atid not hereby required or directed to be otherwise applied or disposed of, shall be 
transferred to the Official Trustees of Charitable Funds in trust for the Foundation, 

18. All the estates and property of the Foundation not required to be retained or occu- Management and 
pied for the purposes thereof, shall be let or otherwise managed by the Governors or by letting of estates, 
their officers acting under their orders, according to the general law applicable to the 
management of property by Trustees of Charitable Foundations. 

19. Any money arising from the sale of timber or from any mines or minerals on the Timber and 
estates of the Foundation shall be treated as capital and shall be invested in the name of minerals, 
the Official Trustees of Charitable Funds, under the direction of the Charity Commis- 
sioners, except in any special cases in which the Governors may be authorised by such 
Commissioners to deal otherwise with such money or any part thereof.

23. The present master, Mr. George Griffies, shall, at or before the time so allowed Provision as to 
under the last foregoing clause, declare to the Governors, in writing, whether or not he P*"®*®^* master, 
is willing to take and hold the office of head master of the -school under this Scheme, and 

if he shall declare himself to be so willing he shall retain the office without further

The School and its Management. 

26. The School of the Foundation shall be maintained in or near the parish of 
Weaverham, in any suitable buildings now belonging to the Foundation, or hereafter 
to be provided for the purpose by the Governors. It shall be a day school only. 

27. No person simll be disqualified for being a master in the school by reason only of 
his not being, or not intending to be, in Holy Orders. 

28. There shall ba a head master of the school. Every future head master shall be 
appointed by the Governors at some meeting lo be called for that purpose, as soon as 
conveniently may be after the occurrence of a vacancy, or after notice of an intended 
vacancy. In order to obtain the best candidates, the Governors shall, for a sufficient 
time before making any appointment, give public notice of the vacancy, and invite 
applicants for the office by advertisements in newspapers, or by such other methods as 
they may judge best calculated to secure the object. 

29. The Governors may dismiss the head master without assigning cause, after six 
calendar months written notice, given to him in pursuance of a resolution passed at two 
consecutive meetings held at an interval of at least fourteen days, and convened for that 
purpose, such resolution being affirmed at each meeting by not less than two-thirds of the 
Governors present. 

The Governors for what in their opinion is urgent cause may by resolution passed at a 
special meeting convened for that purpose, and affirmed by not less than two-thirds of the 
whole number of Governors for the time being, declare that the head master ought to 
be dismissed from his office, without the aforesaid notice, and in that case they may 
appoint another special meeting to be held not less than a week after the former one, and 
may then by a similar resolution, affirmed by as large a proportion of Governors, abso- 
lutely and finally dismiss him. And if the Governors assembled at the first of such 
meetings think fit at once to suspend the head master from his office until the next 
meeting, they may do so by resolution affirmed by as large a proportion of Governoi's. 
Full notice and opportunity of defence at both meetings shall be given to the head master. 

30. Every future head master, previously to entering into office, shall be required 
to sign a declaration, to be entered in the minute book of the Governors, to the following 
effect : — 

'* I, , declare that I will always to the best of my ability 

" discharge the duties of head master of TVeaverham Grammar School during my tenure 
" of office, and that if I am removed by the Governors, I will acquiesce in such removal, 
** and will thereupon relinquish all claim to the mastership and its future emoluments, 
" and deliver up to the Governors, or as they direct, possession of all the property of the 
^* school ihen in my possession or occupation." 

31. The head master shall dwell in the residence, if any, assigned for him. He shall 
have the occupation and use of such residence and of any other property of the school of 
which he becomes the occupant as such head master, in respect of his official character 
and duties, and not as tenant, and shall, if removed from his office, deliver up possession 
of such residence and other property to the Governors, or as they direct. He shall not, 
except with the permission of tne Governors, permit any person not being a member of 
his family to occupy such residence or any part thereof. 

32. The head master shall give his personal attention to the duties of the school, and 
during his tenure of office he shall not hold any benefice having the cure of souls, or 
undertake any office or employment which, in the opinion of the Governors, may interfere 
with the proper performance of his duties as head master. 

33. No head master or assistant master of the school shall be a Governor. 

34. No head master or assistant master shall receive or demand from any boy in the 
school, or from any person whomsoever on behalf of any such boy, any gratuity, fee, or 
payment, except such as are prescribed or authorised by this Scheme. 

35. Within the limits fixed by this Scheme, the Governors shall prescribe the general 
subjects of instruction, the relative prominence and value to be assigned to each group of 
subjects, the arrangements respecting the school terms, vacation, and nolidays, and the pay- 
ments of day scholars. They shall take general supervision of the sanitary condition of 
the school buildings and arrangements. They shall determine what number of assistant 
masters shall be employed. They shall every year assign the amount which they think 
proper te be contributed out of the income of the Foundation for the purpose of maintain- 
ing assistant masters and providing and maintaining a proper school plant or apparatus, 
and otherwise furthering the current objects and the efficiency of the school. 

36. Before 
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36. Before making any regulations under the last foregoing clause, the- Governors shall Governors to con- 
consult the head master in such a manner as to give him full opportunity for the expres- ^^^^^ ^*i^*f th\ 1 
sion of his views. The head master may also from time to time submit proposals to the ^J^^J^T* ^ ^^ 
Governors for making or altering regulations concerning any matter within the province 

of the Governors. The Governors shall fully consider any such expression of views or 
proposals, and shall decide upon them. 

37. Subject to the rules prescribed by or under the authority of this Scheme, the head Jurisdiction of head 
master shall have under his control the choice of books, the method of teaching, the master over

arrangement of classes and school hours, and generally the whole internal orj^ 
management, and discipline of the school, including the power of expelling boys from the 
school or suspending them from attendance thereat for any adequate cause to be judged 
of by him, but upon expelling or suspending any boy he shall forthwith report the case to 
the Governors. 

38. The headmaster shall have the sole power of appointing and may at pleasure Assistant masters, 
dimiss all assistant masters, and shall determine, subject to the approval of the Governors, 

in what proportions the sum assigned by the Governors for the maintenance of assistant 

masters, or the otlier current objects of the school, shall be divided among the various persons 

and objects for which it is assigned in the aggregate. And the Governors shall pay the Payments for school 

same accordingly, either through the hands of the head master or directly as they think best, objects. 

39. The head master shall receive such a fixed yearly stipend, not being less that 40 /., income of head 
as the income of the Foundation will allow. He shall also be entitled to receive a further master. 

or capitation payment calculated on such a scale, uniform or graduated, as may be fixed 
from time to time by the Governors, at the rate of not less than 1 /. nor more than 3 /. a 
year for each boy in the school. The amount of this further or capitation payment shall 
be ascertained and paid to the head master by the Governors, together with the proper 
proportion of his fixed stipend, at such convenient intervals or times as the Governors may 
think fit. 

40. All boys, except as hereinafter provided, shall pay tuition fees to be fixed from Payments for 
time to time by the Governors, at the rate of not less than 2 /. nor more than 5 /. a year tuition. 

for any boy. No difference in respect of these fees shall be made between any scholars on 
account of place of birth or residence. No extra or additional payment of any kind shall 
"be allowed without the sanction of the Governors and the written consent of the parent, 
or person occupying the place of parent, of the scholar concerned. 

All payments for tuition fees snail be made in advance to the head master, or to such 
other person as the Governors shall from time to time determine, and shall be accounted 
for by the person receiving them to the Governors, and treated by them as part of the 
general income of the Foundation. 

41. No boy shall be admitted into the school under the age of seven years. No boy Ages for school, 
shall remain in the school after the age of 16 years, or if he attains that age during a 

school term then after the end of such term, except with the permission of the Governors, 
which in special cases may be given upon the recommendation of the head master. 

42. Subject to. the provisions established by or under the authority of this Scheme, the To whom school is 
school and all its advantages shall be open to all boys of good character and sufficient <^P®^* 

health who are residing with their parents, guardians, or near relations within degrees to 
be determined by the Governors. No boy not so residing shall be admitted to the school 
without the special permission of the Governors. 

43. Applications for admission to the school shall be made to the head master, or to Applicatipns f or 
some other person appointed by the Governors, according to a form to be approved of by ^^Mssion. 
them, and delivered to all applicants. 

44. The head master or some other person appointed by the Governors shall keep a Register of applica- 
register of applications for admission, showing the date of every application and of the ^^^^^* 
acfiaission, withdrawal, or rejection of the applicant, and the cause oi any rejection, and 

the age of each applicant. 

45. Every applicant for admission shall be examined by or under the direction of the 
head master, who shall appoint convenient times for that purpose, and give reasonable 
notice to the parents or next friends of the boy to be so examined. No boy shall be ad- 
mitted to the school except after undergoing such examination and being found fit for 
admission. Those who are so found fit shall, if there is room for them, be admitted in 
order according to the dates of their application, but if there is not room for all, prefer- 
ence shall be given to such of them as are of the lordship of Weaverham. 
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addressed to the head master^ the exemption of such scholar from attending prayer or 
religious worship, or from any lesson or series of lessons on a religious subject and such 
scholar shall be exempted accordingly, and a scholar shall not, by reason of any exemption 
from attending prayer or religious worship, or from any lesson or series of lessons on a 
religious subject, be deprived of any advantage or emolument in the school to which he 
would otherwise have been entitled. If any teacher, in the course of other lessons at 
which any such scholar is in accordance with the ordinary rules of the school present, shall 
teach systematically and persistently any particular religious doctrine, from the teaching 
of which any exemption has been claimed, as in this clause before provided, the Governors 
shall, on complaint made in writing to them by the parent, guardian, or person liable to 
maintain, or having the actual custody of, such scholar, hear the complainant and inquire 
into the circumstances, and if the complaint is judged to be reasonable, make all proper 
provisions for remedying the matter complained of. 

47. Subject to the foregoing provisions, religious instruction in accordance with the 
principles of the Christian faith shall be given in the school, under such regulations as 
shall be made from time to time by the Governors. No alteration in any such regulations 
shall take effect until the expiration of not less than one year after notice of the making 
of the alteration shall have been given by the Governors in such manner as they shafi 
think best calculated to bring the matter within the knowledge of persons interested in 
the school. Instruction shall also be given in the school in the following subjects : — 

Reading, writing, and arithmetic ; 

Geography and history ; 

English grammar, composition, and literature ; 

Mathematics ; 

Latin ; 

At least one foreign European language ; 

Natural science ; 

Drawing, drill, and vocal music. 

Subject to the above provisions, the course of instruction shall proceed according to the 
classifications and arrangements made by the head master. 

48. There shall be once in every year an examination of the scholars by an examiner 
or examiners appointed for that purpose by the Governors, and paid by them, but other- 
wise unconnected with the school. The dav of examination shall be fixed by the Governors 
after consulting with the head master. The examiner or examiners shall report to the 
Governors on the proficiency of the scholars and on the condition of the school, as regards 
instruction and discipline, as shown by the result of the examination. The Governors 
shall communicate the report to the head master. 

49. The head master shall make a report in writing to the Governors annually at such time 
as they shall direct on the general condition and progress of the school, and on any special 
occurrences during the year. He may also mention the names of any boys who, in his judg- 
ment, are worthy of reward or distinction, having regard both to proficiency and conduct. 

^ 50. The Governors may award prizes of books or other suitable rewards as marks of dis- 
tinction to any boys mentioned as worthy of reward or distinction by the head master or 
by the examiner. 

51. Six scholarships shall be maintained in the school, each entitling the holder to ex- 
emptions from the payment of tuition fees^ and tenable for three years. These scholarships 
shaul be competed for in the first place by boys living in the lordship of Weaverhani, wno 
have been educated for at least three years at any of the Public Elementary Schools in 
the school district of Weaverham, and in the next place by any other boys who have been 
educated for at leabt three years at any of those schools. 'I'he Governors shall make such 
arrangements relative to the elections to these scholarships as seem to them best adapted 
to secure the double object of attracting good scholars to the school of this Foundation, 
and advancing education at the said Public Elementary Schools. No scholarship under 
this clause shall be granted for which there shall be no candidate so qualified as aforesaid 
who on examination shall be adjudged worthy to take it. 

52. Subject to such reasonable regulations, not inconsistent with the provisions of this 
Scheme, as the Governors may from time to time prescribe, the Governors may, if the 
income is sufficient, establish Exhibitions tenable at any place of higher education approved 
by them, and to be awarded to boys. who are being and have for not less than three years 
been educated at the school. 

53. Every scholarship and exhibition under this Scheme shall be given as the reward 
of merit, and shall, except as herein provided, be freely and openly competed for, and 
shall be tenable onlvfor the purposes of education. If the holder shall, in the judgment 
of the Governors, be guilty of serious misconduct or idleness, or fail to maintain a rea- 
sonable standard of proficiency, or wilfully cease to pursue his education, the Governors 
may at once determine the scholarship or exhibition, and for this purpose, in the case of an 
exhibition held away from the school, may act on the report of the proper authorities of the 
school or place of education at which the exhibition is held, or on such other evidence as 
the Governors think suflScient. For the purposes of this clause the decision of the 
Governors shall be final in every case. 

54. As 
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Application of Income. 

54. As soon as the state of the funds of the Foundation will adnnt, the Governors shall Repairs and im- 
transfer the sum of 333 l. 6s.S d. Government Stock into the name of the Official Trustees provements Fund, 
of Charitable Funds, and shall place the same in their books to a separate account, 

entitled "Repairs and Improvements Fund." The income of such fund shall be paid to 
the Governors, and applied by them in ordinary repairs or improvements of property used 
for the purposes of the school, and if not wanted for that purpose shall be accumulated for 
the like purpose in any future year or years. Until the Repairs and Improvements Fund 
is proviaed the Governors shall treat the sum of 10 /. a year as applicable to the same 
purposes as the income of the Repairs and Improvements Fund. 

55. The income of the Foundation, after payment of the expenses of management of Other expenses, 
property and business, and of any ordinary repairs or improvements which the income 

of the Repairs and Improvements Fund or the yearly sum payable in lieu thereof may be 
insufficient to answer, and any other necessary or proper outgoings, shall be applied by 
the Governors in paying the head master, and in making the several payments herein- 
before directed or authorised. 

56. The Governors may, if they think fit, and the income at their disposal suffice for the Pensions, 
purpose, agree with the head master for the formation of a fund in the nature of a pen- 
sion or superannuation fund, the main principles of such agreement being that the head 
master and the Governors respectively shall contribute annually for a period of 20 years 

such sums as may be fixed on ; that these contributions shall accumulate at compound 
interest ; that in case the head master serves his office for 20 years he shall on his retire- 
ment be entitled to the whole accumulated fund ; that in case he retires earlier on account 
of permanent disability from illness he shall also be entitled to the whole of the same 
fund ; that in all other cases he shall, on his ceasing to be master, be entitled to the 
amount produced by his own contributions. If any question shall arise upon the con- 
struction or working of this provision, the same shall be referred by the Governors to the 
Charity Commissioners, whose decision thereon shall be final and conclusive. 

57. The residue of income of the Foundation, if any, may be applied in improving the Residae. 
accommodation or convenience of the school buildings or premises, or generally in extend- 
ing or otherwise promoting the objects and efficiency of the school, AVhatever shall not Unapplied surplus, 
be so applied shall, on passing the yearly accounts, be treated as unapplied surplus, and 

shall be aeposited in a bank for the account of the Governors, to the intent that the same, 
so soon as it shall amount to a suitable sura, shall be invested in the name of the Official 
Trustees of Charitable Funds in trust for the Foundation in augmentation of its general 
endowment. 

General. 

58. The Governors may receive any additional donations or endowments for the general 
jmrposes of the Foundation. They may also receive donations or endowments tor any 
special objects connected with the Foundation, which shall not be inconsistent with or 
calculated to impede the due working of the provisions of this Scheme. Any question 
arising upon this last point shall be referred to the Charity Commissioners for decision. 

59. Within the limits prescribed by this Scheme the Governors shall have full power from 
time to time to make regulations for the conduct of their business and for the management of 
the Foundation, and such regulations shall be binding on all persons affected thereby. 

60. Any question affecting the regularity or the validity of any proceeding under this 
Scheme shall be determined conclusively by the Charity Commissioners upon such 
application made to them for the purpose as they think sufficient. 

61. If any doubt or question arises among the Governors as to the proper construction 
or application of any of the provisions of this Scheme, the Governors shall apply to the 
Charity Commissioners for their opinion and advice thereon, which opinion and advice, 
when given, shall be binding on the Governors and all persons claiming under the 
Foundation who shall be aflTected by the question so decided. 

62. From the date of this Scheme all jurisdiction of the Ordinary relating to or arising 
from the licensing of any master in the school shall be abolished. 

63. The Charity Commissioners may from time to time, in the exercise of their ordinary 
jurisdiction, frame Schemes for the alteration of any portion of this Scheme, provided that 
such S%*.heme8 be not inconsistent with anything contained in the Endowed Schools Acts, 
1869, 1873, and 1874. 

64. From and after the date of this Scheme, the Foundation shall for every purpose, be 
administered and governed wholly and exclusively in accordance with the provisions of 
this Scheme, notwithstanding any former or other Scheme, Act of Parliament, Charter, 
or Letters Patent, statute, or instrument relating to the subject-matter of this Scheme. 

65. The Governors shall cause this Schenr.e to be printed, and a copy to be given to 
every Governor, master, and assistant master upon their respective appointments, and 
copies may be sold at a reasonable price to all persons applying for the same. 

66. The date of this Scheme shall be the day on which Her Majesty by Order in Date of Scheme. 
Council declares Her approbation of it.

101, or to the Local Government Board, under the 
36th section of the same Statute, taken in connection with Section 4 of the 
11 & 12 Vict. c. 91. In the event of the latter course being adopted, it will 
be necessary to forward, with the appeal, a copy of the auditor's reasons for his 
decision, as entered by him in the book of account, and also a copy of the 
auditor's certificate. If the auditor has not already so entered his reasons, he 
may now be applied to, under the 7 & 8 Vict. c. 101, s. 35, to do so ; and for 
this purpose the book of account should be submitted to him without delay. 

The appeal (which, if made to this Board, should be by letter on foolscap 
paper) should be signed by all the persons aggrieved by the auditor's certifi- 
cate, and should contain a full statement of the facts which the appellants may 
desire to lay before the Board, together with the reasons which they may have 
to bring forward in support of their appeal.

Local Government Board. 

Gentlemen, Dudley, 25 June 1879. 

We, the undersigned, William Reyner Cosens, d.d. ; James John Slade, m.a.; 
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Tanfield, one of the elected members of the Board was the appellant, such costs 
having been ordered by the Court of Queen's Bench to be paid by the Dudley 
School Board ; feeling ourselves a^rieved by such disallowance or surcharge 
made by the auditor, we beg respectfully to appeal to the Local Government 
Board for a remission of the sums disallowed, for the following reasons. At the 
triennial election of the School Board, held on the 8th day of January 1877, 
Mr. Doylah Tanfield was declared by the mayor, as returning officer, to be duly 
elected a member of the Dudley School Board, the first meeting of the new 
Board being held on the 22nd day of January 1877, at which meeting Mr. 
Tanfield's vote was accepted under protest. At the next meeting of the Board 
held on the 29th day of January (Mr. Tanfield being present) a resolution was 
passed that the vote of Mr. Tanfield be not received, he having been convicted 
under the 34th section of the Elementary Education Act, 1870, at a Petty 
Sessions, held at Dudley in the month of May 1874, for unlawfully sharing in 
the profits of certain work of the School Board, to wit, printing, which 
conviction was subsequently confirmed on his appeal to the Court of Queen's 
Bench. Mr. Tanfield continued, therefore, unseated as a member of the Board 
for nearly three years. 

The Board believing that such conviction carried with it a term of six years' 
disqualification as a member, and fearing that some objection would be raised 
and the Board become involved in difficulty, if Mr. Tanfield were allowed to 
vote, and as the Education Act was comparatively new, and no legal decision on 
this point having been previously given, the Board considered it important that 
they should be advised at the earliest moment respecting the validity of their 
proceedings, caused a letter to be written by their clerk to the Education 
Department, on the 31st day of January 1877, and a reply was received from 
that Department to the eft'ect that the question flid not come within their 
province to determine, and that they had no jurisdiction in the matter, since 
which time Mr. Tanfield has continued to act as a member of the Board, and 
to vote at its meeting^^. But, during the interval, and without waiting for the 
reply from the Education Department, Mr. Tanfield, through his solicitor, 
applied for and obtained a rule nisi calling upon the Board to show cause why 
a writ of mandamus should not issue commanding the Board to permit the said 
Doylah Tanfield to exercise the office of a member of the Board, and to vote 
thereat. We beg to refer to the fact that Mr. Tanfield was allowed to vote as 
any other member, excepting at one meeting, when his vote was received under 
protest, he having both proposed and seconded resolutions which were adopted 
by the Board, there was, therefore, no reason for such hasty proceedings having 
been resorted to by Mr. Tanfield in applying to the Court of Queen's Bench ; 
at all events, we consider that he should have waited until a communication had 
been received from the Education Department in reply to the Board's letter, 
which would have settled the question so far as the Board were concerned, the 
Board having no feeling beyond a desire to discharge legally a public duty. 
As, however, Mr. Tanfield acted so very preci|)itately in the matter, the Board 
were forced by his action into unnecessary law proceedings, being advised by 
their solicitors that the Board had a perfect legal right to defend themselves ; in 
fact, that they would have to be represented by counsel in the Court of Queen's 
Bench; the defence, however, being withdrawn at the earliest possible moment, 
whereby the least amount of expense was incurred under the unfortunate 
circumstances. 

We beg to enclose copy of the auditor's certificate, and reasons for making 
such disallowance, which we earnestly trust the Local Government Board wiU 
remit in due course.

My Lords and Gentlemen, Dudley, 22 March 1880. 

On the 9th ultimo, the School Board for the borough of Dudley directed 
their clerk to write to the Local Government Board, asking them to be good 
enough to forward, for the information of the School Board, a copy of aU the 
correspondence that had taken place in reference to the remission by the 
Local Government Board of the sums of 37 L 11 s. 6d. and 109/. 11 s. 2 d., 
with which Mr. Knott, the district auditor, had surcharged the Rev. W. R. 
Cosens, d.d., Rev. J. J. Slade, Messrs. Job Garratt, Thomas Reynolds, 
E. T. Terry, and George Jones, and in reply to this application the Local 
Government Board requests to be informed upon what grounds the application 
is made. 

\t has been moved and carried at a meeting of the School Board this day, 
that I, the chaiiman of the Board, should lay before the Local Government 
Board the following short statement of facts, which the Board thinks will show 
grounds sufficient to justify the application that the clerk was directed to make 
on the 9th ultimo. 

In January 1877, the election of a School Board took place in Dudley, and 
when the new Doard met, six out of the eleven members arrogated to them- 
selves a power which the Education Acts did not give, viz , in refusing to allow 
Mr. Tanfield, a member of the Board, to sit and vote upon any question before 
the Board. Mr. I'anfield then applied to the Court of Queen's Bench to obtain 

a mandamus 
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a mandamus to compel the School Board to receive his vote, which application 
was at once granted, and the judges before whom the case was heard, intimated 
that the defendants were entitled to pay Mr. Tanfield's costs. Such a course, 
liowever, was not adopted by the defendants, viz., the gentlemen before 
mentioned ; but being a majority of the Board, they paid the law costs herein 
incurred out of the funds of the Board, which had been received from the 
ratepayers for educational purposes. 

Here the matter rested until May, 18/9, when Mr. Knott, the district auditor, 
after giving an opportunity for all parties to be heard on the matter, surcharged 
the aforesaid six members with all the law costs incurred in consequence of 
their action, and the following is a copy of said surcharges as taken from the 
cash-book of the Board, and entered by Mr. Knott, in reference to the item of 
37 /. lls.6d.; the other item of 109 ?. 1 1 5. 2 d. being surcharged in similar 
terms. 

" I disallowed the before-mentioned sum of 37 /. 1 1 s. 6 rf., being a payment

Doylah Tanfield, Samuel Sheward, Charles Partridge, and William Millington, 
ratepayers, attended the audit and objected. 

" Because the School Board acted illegally and beyond the scope of their 
powers, when they sat in judgment upon the right of any member of the Board 
to sit and vote on any question before the Board. 

" Because the said payment was made for law costs incurred in consequence 
of the School Board having acted illegally and beyond the scope of their powers 
as aforesaid. 

" Because the said payment was not made for law costs incurred by the said 
School Board in or in consequence of the execution of the powers granted to 
them by the Education Acts, or any of them, and that therefore the said School 
Board have no authority in law for applying any money in their hands for the 
purpose of indemnifying themselves against such law costs. 

^' 1 surcharge the said Rev. W. R. Cosens, d.d.. Rev. J. J. Slade, Messrs. 
Job Garratt, Thomas Reynolds, E. T. Terry, and George Jones : 

*' Because they were present at the meeting of the said Board held on the 
1 1 th day of June, 1 877, and voted thereat in favour of the said su m of 37 /. lis. 6 d.

The fact of a surcharge having been made was reported to the Board and 
entered upon the minutes on the 26th day of May, 1879, and no more was heard 
of the matter by the Board until its meeting on the 10th day of November, 
1879, when the Chairman reported that he had received from the Local Govern- 
ment Board certificates for the remission of the sum of 147^. 2s. 8 J, as 
surcharged by the Auditor, when at the next meeting of the Board, held on 
the 24th day of November, 1879, the following resolution was moved and 
seconded, viz : 

*^ That the whole of the correspondence which has taken place between 
certain members of the Dudley School Board and the Local Government 
Board relative to the surcharge of the Auditor be submitted to the whole 
of the members of this Board for perusal** 

But, as the said six gentlemen constituted a majority on the Board, the 
motion was lost by five votes (for) and six votes (against), the majority refusing 
to produce any papers on the grounds that it was a private correspondence 
between themselves as private individuals and the Local Government Board 
and therefore the present Board find themselves in this anomalous position 
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that a surcharge has been made, and a note on the minute-book intimating that 
a remission of the same had been granted by the Local Government lioard^ 
and yet at the same time the Board is informed by their Clerk that he has not, 
nor ever had, in his posse ssion any official document or certificate to prove that 
such a remission had taken place, save and except the note in the minute-book 
above referred to. 

In the face of these facts, and believing that the Local Government Board 
could not have understood that they were holding a private correspondence (to 
the entire exclusion of the five members composing the minority on the Board) 
relative to such a very important public matter, the present Board resolved, on 
the 9th day of February, 1880, that the Clerk be instructed to ask the Local 
Government Board to kindly put the School Board in possession of a copy of 
all the correspondence that has taken place in the matter, and that application 
I now respectfully repeat on behalf of the School Board, and would also ask the 
Local Government Board to kindly forward copies of certificates granting the 
remission, in order that the Board may as clearly understand the grounds upon 
which such remission was made as clearly as they do the grounds of the surcharge, 
believing that, as the Board are the representatives of the ratepayers, they are 
justly entitled to the fullest information upon such an important matter.

Kegina v. Dudley School Board. 



[Transcript of the Shorthand Notes of Messrs. Walsh & Sons, 17, Parliament-street, S.W.] 

Mr. Bosanquet — ^I appear, my Lords, in this case, in answer to a rule nwi, obtained by 
xny friend Mr. Jelf, on the 5th February, calline: upon the School Board for Dudley and 
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the School Board, and I shall just shortly lay before your Lordships the circumstances of 
the case on behalf of the School Board; and take your Lordships' judgment on the matter. 
The affidavit, on which my friend Mr. Jelf moved, showed Aat Mr. Tanfield was 
elected a member of the Dudley School Board at the last election. I am not going to 
trouble your Lordships with any observations, or suggestions, as to the sufficiency of ^at 
affidavit. 

Mr. Justice Mellor. — What is the man's name ? 

Mr. Bosanquet — Tanfield, mj Lord. I am merely going to submit to your Lordships, 
on behalf of the Board, the circumstances under which they have acted as they have. 
There is very little legal question in the matter. By the affidavit of the present Clerk 
of the Board the following facts are disclosed : — Mr. Tanfield was a member of the first 
School Board, elected in January 1871, and was a candidate at the second election in 
January 1874. "He and his partners, who are printers, were engaged in a contract on 
behalf of the Board relating to tlie election of 1874, Mr. Tanfield being a member of the 
School Board then going out, and also the School Board that was then elected. 

The Lord Chief Justice. — ^What do you say was the business? 

Mr. Justice Mellor. — ^Was it printing ? 

Mr. Bosanquet. — The business of printers, my Lords. 

The iorrf Chief Justice. — His partners were printers. 

Mr. Bosanquet. — And they were concerned in a contract. 

The Lord Chief Justice. — ^I want to know what the contract was? 

Mr. Bosanquet. — I am coming to that, my Lord. It was followed by a conviction, my 
Lord. It was a contract made with the officer at the election to do some printing. I do 
not think I need trouble your Lordships with that. 

The Lord Chief Juslice.-^Ffmting that had reference to the election ? 

Mr. Bosanquet. — That had reference to the School Board ; but all that has been deter- 
mined, my Lord. Mr. Tanfield was committed under section 34 of the Act, for being a 
party unlawfully concerned in a contract under the authority of the School Board, and 
on appeal to this Court the conviction was affirmed. 

The Lord Chi^f Justice.— Whsit is the Act ? I forget. 

Mr. Bosanquet — ^The Act, my Lord, is the 33 & 34 Vict. c. 75, and the section under 
which Mr. Tanfield was convicted is the 34th section. The section is this : — " No member 
of a School Board, and no manager appointed by them, shall hold or accept any place of 
profit, the appointment to which is vested in the School Board or in any managers 
appointed by them ; nor shall in any way share, or be concerned, in the profits of any 
bargain or contract with, or any work done, under the authority of any such School 
Board, or managers appointed by them. Any person which acts in contravention of this 
section shall be liable, on summary conviction, to a penalty not exceeding 60 /., and the 
said place of profit, and his office as member or manager shall be vacant ; " therefore 
Mr. Tanfield's office in the former School Board probably became vacant. He was 
re-elected at the last election in January 1877, which is the election on which he relies. 

Mr. Justice Mellor. — Did the contract, continue or had it ceased I 

Mr. Bosanquet. — No, my Lord, the contract had ceased, and the section under which 
the question was raised before the School Board (who I may say are not lawyers), was 
the 91st section of the same Act, which says, that " Any person, who at the election of 
any member of the School Board, or any officer appointed for the purpose of such election, 
is guilty of corrupt practices, shall, on conviction, be liable to a penalty not exceeding 
2 ly and be disqualified, for the term of six years after such election, from exercising any 
franchise at any election under this Act." 

Then "corrupt practices" include all bribery, treating, and undue influence, under 
any Act relating to a Parliamentary Election. 

Well, my Lords, the question which was brought before the Board by some of their 
members was, whether Mr. D'Oyley Tanfield, having in the matter of a former election 
been guilty of an offence under the 34th section, was for six years disqualified under the 
91st section. 

The Lord Chief Justice. — ^What is there to make this a corrupt practice ? 
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The Lord Chief Justice. — *^ Corrupt practice " must mean with reference to the 
election? 

Mr. Bosanmet — I think it must be so, my Lord, therefore I do not propose to arzue 
that point. I merely^wish to explain what it was that certain members brought before 
the looard ; thereupon, at an early meeting after the election some member moved that 
in consequence of that conviction Mr. D Oyley Tanfield's vote should not be received. 
The Board voted upon it, and a majority decided that he was disqualified. Well, I am 
not going to argue before your Lordships that the majority there were right. I say they 
were not lawyers. Thereupon the Board probably took the right course, and proceeded 
under the 33rd section of the same Act, to lay the matter before the Education Depart- 
ment ; and the 33rd section says : — " In case any question arises as to the right of any 
person to act'as a member of the School Board, under this Act the Education Department 
may, if they think fit, inquire into the circumstances of the case, and make such order as 
they deem just for determining the question, and such order shall be final unless removed 
by certiorari in a certain time." 

Well, my Lord, the Board proceeded to lay the facts before the Education Department 
for their consideration and confirmation, or otherwise, but the Education Department did 
not think fit to act, and I do not know, my Lord^ whether there is any doubt that under 
those circumstances a mandamus will lie. Those are the facts under which the School 
Board have acted. The Chairman, of course, has merely acted upon the opinion of the 
majority ; they voting upon those sections of the Act of ^Parliament ; and they have laid 
the matter before the Education Department, who have said that they won't determine 
it ; therefore it is for your Lordships to deal with. 

The Lord Chief Justice. — Is it not a case in which zeal has outrun discretion ? 
Mr. Bosanquet. — I do not know about zeal. 

The Lord Chief Justice. — Zeal for the purity of the School Board ? 

Mr. Bosafiquet — Perhaps it was so. I cannot maintain that the action of the School 
Board was strictly right in law, my Lord. 

Mr. Justice Mellor. — ^What prevents the mandamus going ? 

Mr. Bosanquet — There is nothing to prevent the mandamus going, if your Lordships 
issue it. 

Mr. Jelf — My Lord, I respectfully ask for the costs of this rule. I believe there are 
some cases in which your Lordships deal with the costs at this stage of the matter. 
Usually speaking, of course the writ of mandamus has to go, and the costs are disposed of 
by your Ijordships at a later period. 

"Mr. Justice Mellor. — Suppose they dispute the mandamus; it is usual to make a 
return? 

Mr. Jig/f.— Of course, if my clients will act upon it, and the clients mj friend represents 
will allow this gentleman to exercise the right of his ofiEice, the matter is at an end. 

The Lord Chief Justice. — ^It is very much the better way , because ia clearer case cannot 
be conceived. 

Mr. Jelf. — Perhaps they will do so. They may be inclined to do so. I do not know 
whether at this stage, my Lord, as it is a peculiar case, your Lordships will deal with the 
costs.

Mr. Justice Mellor. — ^It would be a convenient course, no doubt, to dispose of the costs 
at once. 

Mr. Jelf — They have kept my client out of oflSce now, without the slightest reason, 
for some months. 

Mr. Justice Mellor. — If they have given notice to you that they are willing to pay your 
costs up to this time, and abandon their claim, then, no doubt, you need not apply again. 

Mr. Jelf. — Quite so ; and if not 
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Mr. BosanQuet.—^i course, my Lord, I am not authorised to say anything about it. 
This is moved a^nst the Chairman as well as the Board. The Chairman merely exer- 
cised his authority as Chairman in taking the votes of the majority. I hope your 
Lordships do not express any opinion that the Chairman was wrong in acting on the 
opinion of t^ie majority. 

The Lord Chief Justice. — All we can do is to make the rule absolute for a mandamus, 
and let the mandamus go. 

Mr. Bosanquet. — I do not suppose my clients will resist it. 

The Lord Chief Jtistice. — ^The sooner they desist from any further litigation in the 
matter the wiser they will be. 
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
